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Party needs money, but there's resentment in the ranks 


precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates

Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
tohl to pay a "precinct tax" of $3 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ty- 


The lax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity In a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now we have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltteemon, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for $5 for each precinct 
in their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment Is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate.and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some committeemcn said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years In some townships, although 
it has not previously been collected in. 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates in the form of buying adver- 
tisements In "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of the tax. 


Jackson to urge 
village increase 
rates for water

Wheeling officials Thursday said they 


will recommend an increase In village 
water rates to prevent an operating defi- 
cit In the water fund. 


1 Our expenditures are out-running our 


Income in that department and I'm going 
to recommend that wo Increase our wa- 
ter rates," said Trustee Donald Jackson, 
chairman of the finance committee. "But 
1 don't know how much we'll have to 
raise rates to balance expenses." 


Jackson said he will make the recom- 


mendation next week » a meeting of the 
finance committee. Ho said he will ask 
the village administration to study the 
matter and make a recommendation on 
how much water rates should be In- 
creased. 


Village Mgr. Gwrge Passolt said he 


already has begun studying the water 
rate structure and agrees rates should be 
Increased. "I certainly do think water 
rates should be Increased, but I have not 
yet determined how much," he said. 


WHEELING RESIDENTS now pay 45 


cents per 1,000 gallons of water. A house- 
hold that uses 10,000 gallons of water a 
month pays $4.50.

Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


commlttceman, reportedly was one of 
only two commltteemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mltteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive in seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only committeeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokic, who 


is Maine Township committeeman, said 
he censidered the vote by the suburban 
commltteemen 
"advisory" 
and one 


which "they can't enforce." Nlmrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 if the assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship committeeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
ior the IBS precincts In his district When 
the time came to vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money Is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arllngton Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts In her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope it doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary, independent 
candidates." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund o.n an ad she had placed 
In the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R.Arlington Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mltteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other committeemcn have asked him for 
payment. 


Lawrence Oppcnhclmcr, public works 


director, recently said this rate is the 
lowest in the area except Chicago and 
some other communities on Lake Mich- 
igan. 


Neighboring Buffalo Grove already has 


one of the highest water rates in the 
area, and this week officials there pro- 
posed an increase. 


Under the current billing system Buf- 


falo Grove residents pay a minimum of 
$3 a month which covers the first 3,000 
gallons. Residents pay 85 cents per 1,000 
gallons after the 3,000-gallon minimum 
until usage exceeds 17,000 gallons. Then 
the rale drops to 65 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons. 


Under that rate structure a Buffalo 


Grove .household that uses 10,000 gallons 
of water a month receives a bill for $8.95, 
almost twice as much as in Wheeling. 


IF THE NEW RATE structure is ap- 


proved, residents of Buffalo Grove would 
pay a minimum monthly bill of $7.50, 
which would pay for the first 5,000 gal* 
Ions of water. Those who use more water 
would pay $1.20 per $1,000 gallons for all 
water between 5,000 and 30,000 gallons. 
Water use exceeding 30,000 — priraarilay 
applicable to industrial and school use — 
would be 90 cents per 1,000 gallons. 


Passolt said he is preparing a report 


on water rates in Wheeling which he will 
present to he village board. He said he 
will determine whether there currently Is 
an operating deficit in the water fund. 


"I don't know if there is one now, but' 


If there Isn't we're dangerously close," 
he said. "We definitely need to do some- 
thing." 


The additional revenues that would be 


brought In as a result of increased water 
rates, Passolt said, would be used to 
meet operating expenses for capital im- 
provements to the water system. 


The manager said water rates in 


Wheeling havenot increased since 1966.

State helps finance trip 
Hersey band to get $15,900 


The Hersey High School Band will re- 


ceive $15,900 tonight from the State of 
Illinois to finance the 200-member band's 
trip to the Tournament of Roses parade 
in California. 


The state donation will bring the band 


up to the $50,000 goal for transportation, 
food and lodging on the trip. 


State Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park 


Ridge, said Thursday he was contacted 
by a representative of the Illinois De- 
partment of Business and Economic De- 
velopment and notified of the donation. 


Juckett said he met with a representa- 


tive of the department in August to urge 
financial help for Hersey. 


"I felt if the state can come up with 


$100,000 to send a professional orchestra 
(the Chicago Symphony) abroad, then it 
can pay part of the cost to send a group 
of teen-agers to the Rose Bowl," he said. 


Ralph Laich, chairman of the band's 


fund-raising committee, said last week 
he expected the fund to fall $10,000 short 
of the goal. 


The Hersey band will be the first high 


school band from Illinois to march in the 
parade In 25 years. 


Theodore, Silverman.'director of the Il- 


linois agency, will present the check dur- 
ing pre-game ceremonies at 7 p.m. today 
before the Mid-Suburban League Super 
Bowl Football game. The game will be at 
Hersey, 1900 E. Thomas Ave., Arlington 
Heights. 


Bert Nyberg, of the Hersey In- 


strumental Assn. also credited State 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arllngton 
Heights, with helping secure the state do- 
nation. 


STATE REP. ROBERT S. Juckett, 


R-Park Ridge, said he has not been ap- 
proached for payment, but acknowledged 
that precinct assessments on candidates 
have been common in Maine Township hi 
the past. There Is no yearbook put out by 
the township Republicans, however. 


State Rep. Brian Duff, R-WUmette, 


said he has not contributed to any of the 
four township organizations in his dis- 
trict. 


Several committeemen said the assess- 


ment was voted beciiuse there has been 
no money available -Jom the United Re- 
publican Fund for election day expenses, 
such as furnishing transportation to the 
polls, buying lunches for Republican 
election workers and other incidentals.

The blood plan is sponsored by the 
Jaycces. The most recent drive was in 
September. 


As 01 Jan. 1, the blood plan will be 


backed by the. North Suburban Blood 
Center in Northbrook. Officials said 
NSBC will be able to better serve Wheel- 
ing because of its nearby location. 


The annual donation requirements of 


the NSBC program are the same as the 
Beverly Blood Bank. Under both pro- 
grams all residents are eligible if four 
per cent of them donate a pint of blood 
each year. 


Should the village fall short of 'its 


quota, those who have donated and mem- 
bers of their immediate families are 
guaranteed free blood replacement for as 
long as they need it. 


Donors must be 18 to 66 years old and 


weigh at least 110 pounds. A person can 
donate blood every eight weeks, to a 
maximum of five times a year.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 19 million 


workers, the Social Security tax bite will 
Increase next year. 


Workers earning more than $13,200 a 


year, one In every five employes covered 
by Social Security, will pay taxes on sal- 
aries up to $14,100, the Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare has announced. 


This means Increased taxes of up to 


$32.65 each for a wage earner and his 
employer and $71.10 for a self-employed 
person, HEW said. The maximum So- 
cial Security tax the wage earner will 
pay In 1975 will be $824.85 and a self- 
employed person, $1,113.90. 


Workers earning $13,200 a year or less, 


tho cutoff point this year, ore not affect- 
ed by the increase required under 1974 
and 1973 Social Security legislation. The 
base this year increased from $10,800 in. 
1973. 


WHILE WORKERS contribute an addi- 


tional $1.8 billion to Social Security next 
year, retirees will be able to keep more 


of their earnings without losing Social Se- 
curity benefits, up from $2,400 to $2,520 a 
year, HEW said. 


Retirees earning more than $2,520 in 


1975 still can get some Social Security 
benefits, but every additional dollar 
earned will deduct 50 cents from their 
benefit checks. 


THE SOCIAL SECURITY tax rales of 


5.85 per cent each for the worker and his 
boss and 7.9 per cent for self-employed 
workers remain unchanged. The changes 
arc effective Jan. 1. 


"In return for the'increase in taxes, 


these affected workers will have greater 
protection because a larger amount of 
their earnings will be credited toward 
benefits than before," said HEW Sec. 
Caspar Weinberger. 


"This will mean higher benefits for 


them and their families in the event of 
retirement, disability or death than 
would have been possible without an In- 
crease in the base."

Economists agree nation in grip 
of recession with worst yet to come 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — It was a typi- 


cal news day Thursday for the American 
consumer:

grounds agreed the nation has been in 
the grip of a severe recession for a year 
and the worst is yet to come. Some said 
worldwide depression will bo the end re- 
sult. 


• Led by increases for hogs, grain, 


cotton and milk, average prices for all 
raw farm products jumped 4 per cent in 
the month ending Oct. 15, the Agriculture 
Department reported. But the higher 
prices for commodities Including wheat, 
soybeans and corn were partly offset by 
price declines for cattle, calves and po- 
tatoes. 


• Treasury Secretary William E. Sim- 


on said food processors and grocers may 
be fueling Inflation by charging ex- 
cessive prices to consumers. 


Simon's remarks echoed a theme 


sounded by other administration offi- 
cials, beginning Tuesday when Attorney 
General William B. Saxbe disclosed an 
anti-trust investigation into possible ille- 
gal price-fixing In the grocery industry. 


Noting that retail food prices have In- 


creased 6 per >\ t while farm prices 
have declined 0 per cent, Simon said 
"with times as difficult as they arc, we 
cannot permit one segment of the econo- 
my to reap unjust enrichment at the ex- 
pense of everyone else." He made it 
clear he was referring to the food proces- 
sors and grocers. 


The Agriculture Department said the 


October surge for raw farm products 
brought the average of all farm prices to 
the highest level since last March, but 
left them about 10 per cent below the all- 
limo record set In August, 1073. 


While farm prices edged slightly above 


a year earlier In the latest report, gov- 
ernment figures show they still trail ad- 
vances in retail food prices which have 
been setting new records. 


T h e e c o n o m i s t s surveyed were 


uniformly gloomy and all dated the be- 
ginning of the recession from a year ago 
October or November. 


Until recently, most economists in or 


out of government spoke of Inflation and 
nol recession as the problem of the econ- 
omy. Now most say It Is both. 


"We have been hit with a moral Pearl 


Harbor and a political Pearl Harbor and 
consequently we arc hit with an econom- 
ic Pearl Harbor," said economist Eliot 
Jancway. "The namo for that is depres- 
sion. If we allow It to happen this time, it 
will be very much worse than anything 
that happened in 1929 for one simple rea- 
son — Russia was not a power in 1929.

Nixon receives 6 red cell transfusions 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - Former 


President Richard Nixon has received six 
red cell transfusions to combat a slow 
leakage of blood but the prospects are 
for a gradual improvement of his condi- 
tion over the next few days, doctors re- 
ported Thursday. 


"We have a very nice stable course at 


this stage of the game," Dr. James Har- 
per, a cardiovascular consultant, report- 
ed at a news conference late in the day. 


The 61-year-old Nixon was reported to 


be in excellent spirits but still on the crit- 
ical list with the main problem a slight 
internal bleeding as the result of anti- 
coagulants which had thinned his blood. 


Harper was asked when Nixon might 


be considered out of danger. 


"This is very variable," he said. "It can 


bo anywhere from 24 to 72 hours. But I 
would say that over the next three or 
four days we ought to see gradual im- 
provement." 


The physicians said Nixon had devel- 


oped a rctroperitoncal hemorrhage — an 
internal bleeding in the tissue area be- 
hind the abdomen — but it now appeared 
to be becoming smaller and possibly to 
have stopped. 


They said this was a "fairly common 


complication of the surgical procedure" 
such as Nixon underwent Tuesday to 
block the movement of blood clots in his 
left k-, to the heart and lungs. 


A mldmornlng medical bulletin had 


said there was the possibility of further 
complications and that Nixon remained 
under intensive observation in the criti- 
cal care center. 


Dr. John Lungren and two other physi- 


cians appeared at a later news confer- 
ence Thursday afternoon to say that 
while Nixon was in stable condition "po- 
tential dangers arc still imminent." 


Nixon was given three transfusions af- 


ter he went into a state of shock Tuesday 
afternoon, one earlier Thursday and two 
more since that time, the physicians 
said. 


They said there was still a possibility 


of hcmorrhaging and that they would not 
dare reinstitutc anticoagulant treatment 
at this time. 


Lungren was asked about the state- 


ment of Nixon aide Ronald Ziegler 
Wednesday that "we almost lost the 
President yesterday afternoon." 


"Yes, he did almost die," Lungren 


said.

sure or cutting a control cable and caus- 
ing a crash. 


The board said the problem — a tur- 


bine drive shaft which cracks after 
prolonged use — exists in the Pratt & 
Whitney JT8D engine. This engine is 


used primarily on the Boeing 727, the 
Boeing 737 and the McDonnell-Douglas 
DC9. 


It said it was aware of 11 cases where 


the drive shaft had broken and of nearly 
100 other cases where cracked shafts had 
been discovered before they broke. 


The spokesman said Pratt & Whitney 


had told the airlines how to correct the 
problem by strengthening the drive 
shaft. But, he said, the manufacturer's 
service bulletins were not mandatory 
rnrt had been ignored by many users.

Iluffalo Grove fire officials are seeking 


the referendum to switch the Lake Coun- 
ty section of the village to the Wheeling 
Township Hural Fire Protection District. 


The Long Grove department serves the 


area of 4,oco to 5,000 residents. 


"WE'HE NOT SAYING they (Buffalo 


Grove officials) didn't do anything that 
was required, but we're challenging the 
lau-." said Chcrvln. 


Hi* said Long Grove officials should 


have been served with a summons de- 
spite district trustees' knowledge of the 
referendum proposal and newspaper ac- 
counts that a hearing on the matter was 
set. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysu 
and 


Trustee Edward Osmon 'Thursday said 
public notices were posted in various 
nroai of Lnkc County Buffalo Grove to 
tjubllclzc the election. "The statute was 
followed to the Ic'.tcr," said Raysa. 


Hnysa asked for a referendum date In 


Cook County Circuit Court at last week's 
hearing but Chcrvin's objection on behalf 
of Long Grove prompted Judge Harry G. 
Comcrford to set the matter aside for a 
hearing Nov. 25. 


CHERVIN SAID he will ask at the 


hearing that official notices of dis- 
anncxation requests be made mandatory. 
"The statute has to be changed — we 
hnd no idea they were going to court." 


The Long Grove attorney also said the 


district will object to the switch of fire 
service areas because officials doubt the 
Wheeling district can give better service. 


Removal of the area from Long 


Grove's jurisdiction also would cause 
"irreparable Injury" In taking away one- 
third of the district's tax base," he said.

the first to fight the decision, were asked 
;to loavo because of late payment of rent 
•and damage done to their building. The 
damage was partially caused by some of 
Ithe children, said officials of The Littles- 
lone Co., managers of the complex.

Mrs. 
Orr, who Is being advised by an 


attorney for the suburban division of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), sent in her October and 


November rents in one check even 
though only her October rent was due. 


The payment was an attempt to per- 


suade Littlestone to reconsider ousting 
her but the firm refused to accept it. The 
firm requested, instead, a single pay- 
ment for October be sent, said Sue Gate, 
general manager of Littlostone.

Helton, 21, is accused of the stabbing 


death of Fred J. Talllon, a 60-year-old 
service station manager, In a November 
1969 robbery at the Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllko Road. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday In the courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. HelU- 
ngoetter. The statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive days, contain conflict- 
Ing accounts by Helton of his role In the 
robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY. Mclvin 


Knmm, questioned Lt. George Ekblod of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
ination, trying to show that police had 
talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for his first Interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember 1960 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to inter- 
view two other suspects in the staying, 
Robert Fudni and Raymond Kotzcnsky. 


Ekblad said ho made the trip because 


of Information given him by Helton and 
Uhat ho first interviewed Helton Dec. 26 
;ln the DuPage County jail. 
; Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hcttlngcr 
•tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 


with Helton before going to Georgia. Het- 
tingcr, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Doc. 18, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID he didn't recall 


whether he spoke with Helton before go- 
ing south. He, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said he wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fudni, Katzensky and another young 


man, James Ales, were • originally 
charged along with Helton in the murder. 
The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1872. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights had been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton In the vicinity of the crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11,1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred. 


Charles Andrzejewski, 27, testified that 


on that morning he was working at a 
Rolling Meadows gas station, about a 
mile from the murder scene, when Hel- 
ton and another young man drove up in a 
red Oldsmoblle. 


ANDRZEJEWSKI 
SAID 
Helton, 


dressed "a little bit on the grubby side," 
and his companion appeared nervous and 
frequently looked east on Euclid Avenue 
toward the Arlington Park Shell service 
station. Helton's right hand was band- 
aged with what appeared to be a rag, he 
said. 


Hettlnger then introduced a series of 


written and videotape statements by Hel- 
ton into the trial. Two statements were 
read aloud and two tapes were shown 
Thursday, and at least two more sets of 
written and taped statements are sched- 
uled for today. 


The first written statement Hettinger 


read was taken in the DuPage County 
jail Dec. 26,1969. 


Helton said, in the statement, that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Katzensky gave him "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death. 


Helton said he was with Ales and Fu- 


clnl In a motel near O'Hare Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said. 


IT WAS AFTER the meeting that Kat- 


zensky took him to instruct him on mur- 
der and -robbery, Helton said. He stated 
Katzensky used the Taillon murder as an 
example. 


The statement continued that Helton 


accompanied the other three on a cross- 


country drive to Florida during which 
they robbed motels. Helton then said he 
came bade to Illinois to avoid "getting in 
trouble." 


The first video tape, shown on a tele- 


vision placed on the witness stand, was 
tuken on the afternoon of Dec. 26, 1969, 
the day of the first written statement. On 
the tape, Helton repeated the story he 
told earlier that day. 


Helton said he at first did not believe 


Katzensky. "I thought he was pulling my 
leg ... I didn't know the real truth," he 
said. 


In the second set of a statement and a 


tape, taken Dec. 27,1969, Helton changed 
his story and admitted accompanying 
Katzensky on the robbery. 


Helton said in the second set of Inter- 


views, that Ales, Fucini and Katzensky 
drove to the gas station in a stolen car, 
and that he and Katzensky (whose name 
he repeatedly mispronounced) went into 
the station on foot while the others 
waited in he car.

The Milwaukee Road R.R. asked the 


Illinois Commerce Commission Thursday 
for permission to raise commuter fares 
13 per cent on Its west and north lines. 


If the increaw Is granted, Northwest 


suburbanites who commute to Chicago 
from the Roselle station would find them- 
selves paying $45.95 for a monthly pass 
that now costs $39.93. 


A single trip from Roscllc to Chicago 


would increase from $1.55 to $1.80. 


Round-trip fares from Northbrook 


would Increase from a current monthly 
rate of $37.30 to $42.90. 


One-way fare from Northbrook would 


go up from $1.30 to $1.50. 


Although the railroad has asked for the 


rate increase effective Dec. 1, a spokes- 
man for The Milwaukee Road sold the 
hike probably could not be In effect be- 
M§00 


fore spring because the commerce com- 
mission would have to schedule public 
hearings. 


The last hike in Milwaukee Road fares 


was in October 1973 when the ticket price 
Increased 10 per cent over rates set in 
1871. 


Railroad officials said 30,000 commu- 


ters ride the Milwaukee Road each day. 


The rate hike is sought to help offset a 


deficit in the cost of the passenger ser- 
vice. 


Worthington L. Smith, president of the

Stay-at-home voters give others power

On Tuesday, you have a number of 


choices. You may: 


A. Vole straight Republican. 
B. Vote straight Democrat. 
C. Vote a split ticket. 
D. Stay home. 


Depending on which choice you 


make, you may consider >oursclf: 


A. A Republican. 
B. A Democrat. 
C. An independent. 
D. An Idiot. 


There Is conflicting evidence over 


whether those in category C or D will 
br in tha majority this year. The evi- 
dence from recent past elections Is 
that categories A and B are dying 
breeds, although some voters still 
follow the philosophy of Harry Tru- 
man. 


Truman once said, "I vole for the 


better man. He Is the Democrat." 


It was not many years ago that 


most elections were decided by the 
number of people who took the least 
time voting — those who simply 
stepped into the voting booth and

pulled one lever at the top of the vot- 
ing machine — that marked Demo- 
crat or Republican. 


While It has created problems for 


individual candidates, the dying cus- 
tom of the straight-party vote has in- 
troduced a new quality to those ob- 
scure candidates whose names ap- 
pear toward the bottom of the ballot. 


It is no longer feasible for political 


parties to slate somebody's brother- 
in-law for a lucrative political posi- 
tion because they are confident that 
Sen. Supreme at the top of the ticket 
is going to carry everybody home. 


Voters who care have come to take 


a closer look at each line on the bal- 
lot, and they have demanded more 
information on each candidate. This 
is not to say that the straight-ticket 
voter has disappeared. 


The measure of whether there are 


more Democrats or Republicans vot- 
ing in an election in Illinois has long 
been the number of votes cast for 


trustees of the University of Illinois. 


There arc three from each party 


on the ballot, and if you can find a 
person In the state who can name all 
six, the chances are he or she will be 
one of the candidates. 


The university trustees make a 


good measure for sampling party 
strength because voters, not knowing 
any of them, naturally pull the lever 
for those names Identified with 
whichever party they favor. 


There is and has been only one 


reasonable ground for voting a 
straight party ticket. That is a belief 
that the Republican or Democratic 
party represents ideals in which you 
believe, and you have confidence 
that each and eveiy candidate of the 
party personifies those ideals. 


If you believe that everybody on 


the party ticket, from the candidate 
for U.S. senator to the candidate for 
trustee of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, represents the ideals of the 


founders of your party (do you know 
who the founders of your party 
were?), then a straight-party vote 
makes sense. 


If you doubt that each candidate is 


a dedicated follower of the founders 
of their party (do the candidates 
know who the founders of their party 
were?), then your job becomes more 
difficult. You must then take a look 
at each candidate for each job, and 
make a selection between the two. 


If that becomes too difficult, you of 


course have the option of saying at 
home. 


By doing that, you avoid the task 


of having to acquaint yourself with 
the candidates — and nobody can 
blame you for having elected a pub- 
lic official who goes sour. 


But every voter who stays home, in 


effect, gives extra weight to the vot- 
er who is going to the polls to vote 
for the scoundrel who has made 
people so mad that they quit voting.

cumbents. Let us sec for ourselves, so 
that we can all fight inflation by voting 
for those who will help to stop the gov- 
ernment from spending more than it col- 
lects in taxes.

It's their way of 'lobbying' 
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Teachers learn ABCs of campaigning

Don't look now, but that's your child's 


teacher campaigning door-to-door for a 
favorite political candidate. 


Aroused by Issues such as collective 


bargaining and teacher certification, 
teachers are slowly but surely moving 
nwoy from their traditional stance of po- 
litical nonlnvolvement Their vehicle Is 
(ho Illinois Political Action Committee 
for Education (IPACE), the political 
arm of the Illinois Education Assn. 


"Teachers always seemed to be getting 


tho crumbs — what was left over was 
always allocated to education," said 
Rotart Burgess, director of legislative 
and political education for the IEA. 


TEACHERS HAVE been working for 


teacher negotiation rights for the lost 31 
years, said Shirley Sandclands, IPACE 
chairman for Maine Township, "but so 
far It's never made It." 


"The only way to get laws through Is 


to have close contact with the candi- 
dates. You have to learn what they stand 
for before they're elected," she sold. 


Candidates are endorsed on the basis 


nf their stands on collective bargaining 
lows, teacher retirement funds, teacher 
certification, funding of education and 
related issues. 


"We're Interested that they (the candi- 


dates) will vote for teacher-promoted 
legislation." said Miss Sandclands, who 
snld legislators are beginning to pay 
more attention to educational Issues be- 
cause of IPACE. 


"Three years ago, we couldn't get any 


Inws through the state legislature. Last 
>onr, we got eight laws through," she 
said 


Tho IPACE groups are seeking In- 


creased educational funds from the state 
ami federal governments as well as legis- 
lation on negotiations, tenured teacher 
dismissal and teacher retirement. "The 
orly way to get candidates motivated Is 
to campaign for them," she said. 


TEACHERS HAVE encountered some 


t Distance In their political efforts, Miss 
Sandelands sold. 


"Sumo people feel teachers should stay, 


creaslngly militant stands during con- 
tract negotiations. 


"We've had a couple of candidates tell 


us there Is a backlash but I don't really 
believe it's true. I think people generally 
have a high opinion of teachers," he 
said. 


BURGESS SAID that IPACE endorsed 


candidates had "a batting average of 82 
per cent" in the 1972 general (lection and 


"Several significant politicians In the' 


74 per cent In last spring's primary, 
state indicated to us that they think 
IPACE has taken its place along other 
interest groups," he added. 


The IEA official cites IPACE's success 


in improving the state funding system, 
strengthening hearing dismissal proce- 
dures and acquiring full funding of state 
aid to local districts. 


"I think we've made substantial contri- 


butions to achieving some of our legisla- 
tive goals — not a tingle IPACE en- 
dorsed candidate voted against them," 
be said.

What Is now a malady of the naive 


player was a condition of chess in 
general In the mld-19th Century, the 
"golden age of chess."

Alexander Calder Is a very likeable 


artist His work makes me smile ... 
and marvel too at seeing such sim- 
plicity In form generate whole artis- 
tic concepts in movement and de- 
sign. 


Childlike yet ingenious In ap- 


proach, Calder is, most of all, enter- 
taining. 


There Is one general tip-off to all 


his work, whether It be sculpture or 
the more recent tapestries, and that 
Is lots of color. Calder dotes on 
bright, bold primary shades. 


Maybe you've already noticed. It's 


evident In the Braniff Jet wildly 


painted by Calder that landed at 
O'Hare last year. 


BUT IF YOU DIDN'T see that 


plane, drive by the artist's new 50- 
ton "Flamingo" at the Federal Cenjer 
Plaza. You can't miss it. It's bright 
orange-red. 


And In comparing its abstract 


presence with the Civic Center's con- 
troversial Picasso, reserve any Judg- 
ment until you've .visited the major 
Calder retrospective now at the Mu- 
seum of Contemporary Art. 


The exhibit is the most com- 


prehensive survey of Calder's work 
to yet be shown In Chicago, and one 
of the best exhibits I've seen at the 
Museum. It Includes more than 120 


works from 1926 to the present. 


And I'll guarantee, with big top 


music playing in the background, the 
corners of your mouth will turn up. 


Calder's range goes from massive 


public works such as the "Flamingo" 
and the new kinetic composition at 
the Sears Tower to bis earlier circus 
drawings and mechanical wire toys 
that are easily held in one hand. 


Whatever, it is all characterized by 


the American artist's great warmth 
and wit. 


HERE,' IT IS not so important 


what art says, but rather is it fun? 


If Calder .should indeed be making 


a statement, it is only in highlighting 
motion and'showing space off to its 


best advantage. For this his back 
ground is excellmt. Bom of artistic 
heritage (his father and grandfathd 
were both artists), Calder wr. 
schooled In mechanical engineering. 
Thus he Is well versed in crossing 
technology with art, turning industri- 
al materials into whimsical forms. 


Following his first artistic venture 


with a collection of light-hearted cir- 
cus drawings and later wire toys, 
Calder In the early 1930s began to 
develop abstract compositions which 
today are commonly labeled stabiles. 
Though without movable parts, they 
are| through the placement of sudden 
angles and planes, geometric studies 
in arrested motion. 


Calder wants the stabiles to be "as 


massive as possible which would 
seem to make their appearance of 
resting light on the earth a con- 
tradiction ... a triumph of art over 
matter." 


SEE IF THE "Flamingo" doesn't 


show it. 


Yet what Calder is most noted for 


are his "mobiles," a word that was 
not even coined until his art so war- 
ranted a specific term. 


Each is most delicately balanced 


to an exact degree which is said to 
be intuitive to Calder since his pieces 
are all mathematically planned out 
beforehand and work the first time 
they are assembled. 


Using simple hand-operated motors 


for his first mobiles, Calder has since 
graduated to more delicate construc- 
tions which are gently propelled by 
air currents and drafts. It is these 
later ones that stand out in the cur- 
rent exhibit, though the kinetic quali- 
ties of his motorized pieces cannot be 
fully appreciated because the mo- 
biles are not turned on. 


Yet even if they were, I think I'd 


still prefer the simplicity and fragil- 
ity of the free form constructions bal- • 
anced on sculpture base or hung 
from the ceiling.

Animal must know you 're leader of the pack 


by MARIANNE SCOTT 


If you knew a man who had trained his 


dog to carry a bosket to the grocery 
store — alone, yet — nuzzle the tight 
brand of dog'food cans off the shelf and 
Into the basket, stop at the checkout 
counter where the cans are put into a 
bag and then carry the whole, shebang 
home, you'd be impressed. Right? Right! 


Paul Loeb doesn't train all dogs to do 


their own shopping, but In the past 118 
years he has trained more than 8000 dogs 
from basic bousebreaking through com- 
plex trials for movie .and TV com- 
mercials. . 


He Is a 'dog analyst He diagnoses 


problems of dogs and their owners, using 
the dog's own canine Instincts to train 
him. From his "doggie" experience 
he's written a book, "Paul Loeb's Com- 
plete Book of Dog Training" (Prentice- 
Hal], Inc., $6.95). 


ALTHOUGH RE likens puppies to chil- 


dren In their wants and needs, Loeb 


stresses that dogs are not people and are 
not programmed to respond to human 
psychology. A dog is a pack animal and 
the owner must be the leader1 of the 
pack. 


According to Loeb, a dog constantly 


tests the pack leader and in the home 
(captivity) a dog may spend the whole 
day thinking up ways to dominate. If he 
accepts you as his pack leader, his main 
drive, between periods of testing you, 
will be to do things that earn your ap- 
proval. 


You can use the "stare test" to deter- 


mine if your dog accepts you as boss 
simply by the length of time it takes hit; 
to avert his gaze from yours. If you give 
In or If you finally give him a tidbit from 
your plate, he thinks YOU are the sub-' 
missive one. 
' ; 


LEG LIFTING by an older dog is an- 


other gesture to challenge the Mck lead- 
er. Not one to mince words, Txjeb ex- 
plains that since it isn't practical for the 


owner of a dog to urinate all over the 
house himself to establish territory, an 
artificial urine scent (vinegar) must be 
used to represent YOU. 


A dog's sense of smell is seven times 


keener than that of humans and the 
•smell and taste of a vinegar-soaked pa- 
per towel does wonders in getting the 
message across. Details of the vinegar 
procedure, the use of Tabasco sauce and 
Loeb's match procedure 
for house- 


breaking are spelled out in the book. 


Other problems can be solved by using 


the same methods by which the dog's 
mother taught him as a puppy. Still oth- 
er methods, such as the use of balloons,. 
are his own suggestions. With case his- 
tories be describes new ways to solve 
barking and biting, whining, chewing, 
Jumping and other annoying habits. . 


COMMON SENSE IS good for about 75 


per cent of all dog problems, but for the 
remaining 25 per cent, the owner has to 
know a little something about biology, 


chemistry and sometimes plain natural 
history of his breed. 


Loeb also advocates obedience train- 


ing. He points out that at three months a 
dog can understand much more than a 
baby of the same age. At 16 weeks a dog' 
is able to sit, stay, lie down and heel on 
command. By age 2 he is sexually ma- 
ture and by age 5 he has reached his 
prime. 


By age 7 his physical strength tapers 


off, but not his mental capabilities; he 
can learn 80 to 100 commands in a life- 
time, by age 15 he is the equivalent of 89 
in human years. 


Whether bouse breaking or obedience 


training a dog, or Just showing him bow 
you want him to behave, Loeb stresses 
consistency, firmness, finishing what you 
start and not losing your temper. The 
dog must learn to accept the fact that his 
way is not divine. There is no way but 
yours. 


ONLY AFTER thorough obedience 


training can a dog be taught parlor 
tricks. 


Besides doing his own shopping, Loeb's 


Welmaraner can fetch various maga- 
zines by name; "distinguish between a $1 
and a $100 bill; dive for clams; and car- 
ry his own surfing mat out to the waves, 
climb aboard and ride back to shore with 
no assistance." 


Says Loeb, "This isn't a matter of su- 


perior breeding, it's just good training. 
And if you follow my methods, there's no 
reason your own dog can't do just as 
well." 


He also covers such subjects as why 


dogs fight and kill, adapting to a human 
environment, attack and guard dogs, 
traveling with dogs, selecting puppies 
and grooming. 


The book has much to offer all dog 


owners. It's 192 pages packed with help 
for the pack owner. •

leaves off, with asylum on Venezuela and 
Papl's first step Into freedom after 14 
years. It Is IMS, he is 39-yean-old and 
burns with revenge against the men re- 
sponsible for his unjust conviction. But 
revenge meant a return to Paris and 
that meant money which leads Charriere 
Into some of the bizarre adventures he 
enjoys, mostly with other ex-cons. 


IN HIS QUEST for money, he consid-

In the future and second, a love for life." 


HIS rtEVENGE BURNS on until, like 


many would-be violent men, Honri finds 
a good woman, falls In love, gites up his 
plans and settles In Venezuela. He be- 
comes a citizen there and tries a variety 
of business ventures, most of them suc- 
cessful. He sees his brother and sisters 
again. And in 1967, at the end of the 
book, ends up at the park bench in Paris 
where the famous murder was com- 
mitted and decides that freedom is more 
Important than revenge any day of the 
week. 


This book makes for fast, Interesting 


reading even if you have not read "Pa- 
plllon." Maybe this old ex-con Is conning 
his readers in "Banco" and U so be has 
done a good job. He comes off as a good 
man, a moral man, one with a concern 
for other people and a hope that can't be 
stilled. Above all, he ls a talented story- 
teller. 


After "Paplllon" appeared, two books 


were written pointing out boles In the au- 
thor's story. This kind of book has not 
followed "Banco." Perhaps the critics 
are reluctant to find fault with a dead 
man. Henri Charriere died in Madrid on 
July 29,1973. 


That one man could have so many ad- 


ventures Is remarkable: that he could 
survive them all is astounding.

With R. F. Delderfield's most recent 


work to bo released In paperback, "A 
Horseman Riding By," there Is more... 
another whole volume. 


After completing part 1, "Long Sum- 


mer Day," you have an option of begin- 
ning "Post of Honor" which continues 
with the same cast of characters and set- 
ting for an additional 650 pages. 


Fortunately for the reader, Delderfield 


Is kind enough to Include family trees for 
all his principal characters. Without it 
for reference, It would be impossible to 
keep all the offspring and Intermarriages 
straight. 


The novelist, who also authored "God 


Is an Englishman," appeals to readers 
who enjoy fat historical works. And even 
more specifically, those that emphasize 
development of fictional characterization 
and romance of an era, rather than the 
historical facts themselves. 


DETAILING THE human drama of. the 


English country life unfolding during the 
first 40 years of the 20th century, "A 
Horseman Riding By" centers around a 
squire, his own family and the tenants on 
the bordering farms he owns. 


We follow the young Squire Craddock, 


a veteran of the Boer War, as ho brings 
back to productivity an English estate 
that had gone to ruin under previous 
ownership. Not only does the reader pass 
over Queen Victoria's death, World 
World I and the beginning of the Nazi 
buildup leading to World War II, but also 
gets a look at how farming Is altered by 
the machine age and the country gentry 
affected by the world depression and lat- 
er urbanization. 


Delderfield Is able to Instill a sense of 


urgency and warmth to all his charac- 
ters which makes for captivating read- 
Ing. 


HOWEVER. IT IS Ms style to describe 


everything In minute detail. So if you get 
tired at times about hearing of the in- 
tense beauty of the English countryside, 
speed read your way out. It Is possible to 
skip whole paragraphs though much of 
the prose Is beautiful and certainly worth 
taking some time to consider if just for 
the rhetoric. Delderfield does have a way 
with words. 


Of the two volumes, I preferred the 


first which entails a smaller time span 
but much more of the total action. 


In particular, I enjoyed following Paul 


Craddock's first wife who gives up home 
and family to join the suffragette move- 
ment. 


Delderfield's accurate account of her 


experiences and suffering makes good 
reading parUcubpfy In a time when 
women again /Rave united for equal 
rights. '

Fat helps diagnosis 
of wrist fractures1 


A stripe of fat can aid physicians in 


diagnosing wrist fractures, say radiol- 
ogists from Milwaukee County General 
Hospital. 


In some circumstances, said Dr. S. 


Daniel W. Terry Jr. and James E. Ra- 
min, routine X-ray films do not reveal a 
fracture yet a fracture Is suspected due 
to displacement or obliteration of fatty 
tissue normally located adjacent to the 
bone in question. 


A 12-month study of 438 wrist X-rays 


showed that a well visualized nondls- 
placed stripe of fat was demonstrated on 
388 of 400 wrist X-rays taken on subjects 
in whom wrist injury was not substan- 
tiated. 


The fat stripe.'however, was either ab- 


sent or displaced when patients indeed 
had a fracture Involving wrist bones.

Dear Dorothy: I was given two ele- 


phant ear plants last spring. They did 
well outdoors, but when I repotted them 
and brought them inside, the edges of 
one have started to turn dry and curl up 
— and the other Is looking droopy. Any 
help? -Cheryl Robblns 


Any number of things could have hap- 


pened. Sometimes it's a shock to a plant 
to be brought in from outdoors. It's a 
good idea to move It gradually from sun 
to shade to deep shelter and then Inside 
— giving It time to biilld resistance and 
acclimate itself. For another, little in- 
truders might have come in with the 
plant. That's why many of us purify soil 
before repotting anew and bringing 
plants Inside.

You can still take them outside and 


give them a thorough insecticide spray- 
Ing. Or, you can cut about an inch-long 
section from one of the impregnated 
strips, put It on the surface of the plant, 
then enclose the whole thing in a tightly 
sealed plastic bag overnight The vapors 
will kill most insects by the folio-ring 
morning when the plant should be taken 
out of the bag.

The condemnation game 


NEW YORK-A carefully selected committee of toe Nation- 


al Council of Churches spent an Invigorating Friday after- 
noon, Oct. 10, here playing the game of W.C.S.W.C. ("Which- 
countries-shaB-we-condemn?"). 


Predictably, the goven 
of the four condemned na- 


tions-South (but not North) Korea, the Phlllippines, Brazil 
and Chile — are right wing. One observer at thl» committee 
meeting was the Rev. Blahoslav Hruby, the Presbyterian 
minister who publishes the magazine Religion in communist 
Dominated Countries. Hruby pleaded for some balance In this 
resolution. He asked for some inclusion of a concern about 
the massive Soviet oppression, or the murderous (black) 
tyranny of Uganda's dictator, MaJ. Gen. Id! Amln Dada. 


BUT IIRUBY didn't stand a chance. His appeal was neatly 


categorized along with such patent oddballs as Arab press 
agent Frank Maria of the Antiochlan Orthodox Archdiocese of 
New York and his perennial demand that Israel be con- 
demned, and and an Armenian Orthodox priest who pleaded 
that Turkey should be included In the Council's condemned 
list, not for its curret action in Cyprus as much as for 
Turkey's suppression of the Armenians — In 1915. 
' 


This straightout-of-Allce's-Wonderland committee was pre- 


sided over by the Rev. Eugene Stockwell, Methodist, who 
recently achieved the Impressive goal of politicizing the 
NCC's famed S2S million fced-the-hungry program called 
Church World Service. For It was Stockwdl who fired CWS 
director James MacCracken, because this Presbyterian lay- 
man believes the hungry should be fed wherever possible 
regardless of the local political climate. 


STOCKWELL'S abrupt ouster of MacCracken caused such a 


furor that the NCC began issuing press releases and ex- 
planatory newsletters commending MacCracken for his "dis- 
tinguished leadership and unquestioned Integrity and con- 
fidence" as well as assuring the public "his policies are un- 
changed ... wo are not in tho business of promoting violent 
revolution." 


Despite these statements MacCracken still Is fired. That 


prompted the Rev. Osborne Scott to observe: "Isn't that stu- 
pid? This Is a Watergate! ... A power struggle, manipula- 
tion, a hidden agenda and questionable Integrity." 


Scott, an ordained clergyman of both the Presbyterian and 


African Methodist Episcopal Churches, also is Professor of 
Black Studies at City Diversity of New York. Hence, it is 
Impossible to dispose of him with the familiar smear of 
"white 
recto." 
So NCC president Sterling Gary quickly 


brushed off Scott's charges by nervously insisting Scott k 
"totally uninformed." 


Scott Is a member of the Church World Service's advisory 


board. 


GARY THEN WAS ..sked to comment on the statement of 


Disciples of Christ delegate Irwin Chapman,'of Fullerton, Ca- 


"It seems to mo that it approaches the realm of hypocrisy 


when we criticize our government for interference with the 
governments of other countries — allegedly in Chile — and 
then use church funds In similar efforts in countries where 
some of our groups believe changes should be made." 


Cory: "I'll have to leave that as a question mark." This 


was wise of Gary. For the reel power In NCC today is the 
Rev. Lucius Walker, who set up the Detroit Conference which 
produced the notorious Black Manifesto. Walker (American 
Baptist) has been a leading supplier of U.S. church funds to 
African terrorist groups, and naturally was anxious to get 
control of a $25 million food program as well.

'Poseidorf gives 
ABC ratings 
a needed boost 


NEW YORK (UPI) - ABC improved 


its national TV ratings last week largely 
on the strength of the blockbuster movie 
"Poseidon Adventure," but still finished 
in third place In the A. C. Nielsen rat- 
Ings. 


In the Nielsen report issued Wednes- 


day, ABC jumped 3.5 points for an over- 
all average of 19.0 for the week of Oct. 
21-27 — the network's best performance 
in an otherwise disappointing season. 


CBS was first with a. 20.1 rating while 


NBC was second with a 19.4, a drop of 
4.6 points from last week. . 


CBS had 11 shows in the top 20; NBC 


seven and ABC two. The over-all ratings 
for the new season are: CBS with 20.5; 
NBC 20.4'and ABC 17.1. 


ABC's "The Poseidon.Adventure'' led 


a field of 56 programs. The sea adven- 
ture took a 62 per cent share-of the au- 
dience, joining "Airport" and."Love Sto- 
ry" as the top films shown on TV. 


NBC's acclaimed look at the U.S. crim- 


inal justice system, "The Law," finished 
No. 35, but despite.the ratings, is ex- 
pected to reappear in some form in the. 
second season.

much alike, except that they both coach 
successful football teams and they both 
like to win. 


And, oh yei, tonight they will be racing 


each other from opposite sides of the 
same football field. 


Ferguson, a quiet, dapper man with a 


flair for understatement, brings his 
Schaumburg Saxons (7-1) Into their very 
tint Super Bowl tonight at Hersey High 
School, beginning at 7:30. 


Gllwa, a loquacious man with a bois- 


terous wit, leads his Hcrscy Huskies (6- 
2) Into their fourth straight Super Bowl 
classic. 


The two (cams are different on the 


field, too, except for an equal talent for 
winning. 


F e r g u s o n ' s Saxons have stormed 


through a tough Mid-Suburban League 
South Division on the strength of a spar- 
kling defense which boasts all-conference 
candidates Ken Jaffkc and Tom Martina. 


Glhva's Huskies swept Into first place 


In the North Division on the strong pass- 
Ing arm of junior Scott Topczcwskl and 
the running abilities of fullback Jeff For- 
stcr. 


The team that Is victorious In tonight's 


league title match will automatically 
earn a berth In the first Illinois state 
f o o t b a l l tournament which starts 
Wednesday. 


That alone should provide enough In- 


centive for the two squads to make 
tonight's Super Bowl V the most memo- 
rable In MSL history. 


There Is more. But the main attraction 


will be the clash between Ferguson's de- 
fense-minded Saxons and Gllwa's high- 
scoring Huskies. 


CHIEF SAXON. Guiding Schaumburg 
into the Super Bowl tonight will be 
[unior quarterback Russ Zonca, the 
third-highest scorer in the league. 


Zonca was also among the league's 
leaders in rushing and he ranked 9th 
in total offense. 


"We're a defensive team — that's our 


main strength," said Ferguson on the 
eve of the big game. "Sixty per cent of 
the game Is defense. That's where you 
put your money — that's where you put 
your best players. The defense wins ball 
games. They get the ball back for you." 


While the Saxons were 
foraging 


through the South, the Hersey Huskies 
rumbled to their fourth consecutive 
North division title with a 6-1 mark, the 
same record as Buffalo Grove. But the 
Huskies nipped the Bison in the team's 
showdown and gained the ticket to the 
Supe." Bowl. 


It was Horsey's offensive attack that, 


as usual, highlighted the Huskies' North 
title sweep, but sometimes overloooked 
was the Hersey defense which, statisti- 
cally anyway, was No. 1 in the league. 
The Huskies allowed just 40 points In 
seven league games while Schaumburg 
gave up 81. 


Gllwa, the Hersey coach, has had his 


team here before, leading them to a Su- 
per Bowl victory last year In the Husk- 
ies' third try. 


"I won't have tajnnke a pitch for this 


ball game," said Gllwa, whose squad 
may be In a mean frame of mind after 
dropping the final game of the season to 
Arlington. "We'll have no trouble getting 
the kids up for this one." 


The Saxons, on the other hand, have 


never been In this position before. 
Schaumburg is the first DIst. 211 school 
to be represented In the Super Bowl. 


"I can see how Herscy's experience 


could be an advantage for them," said 
Ferguson. "They've been here, they've 
won it, they know what It's all about — 
the excitement and everything. From a 
coaching standpoint, for them, It's easy 
to motivate the kids. 


"But I don't think it will moke much 


difference," the Saxon coach continued. 
"For us it will be different. We want to 
keep It low key." 


Ferguson Indicated that his team 


might have an advantage since the Sa- 
xons don't know what Super Bowl pres- 
sure Is like. As the challenger In this 
year's clash, Schaumburg won't feel the 
pressure that Hcrscy does. 


Pressure or no pressure, when^the fi- 


nal gun sounds to end tonight's game, 
the better team will float to the dressing 
room with the title trophy. The loser will 
havo its pride, but that's all. 


On paper, there Is no sure-fire method 


of tabbing these Super Bowl foes. 


• Hersey has more depth, but Schaum- 


burg has more size. 


• Schaumburg has an awesome run- 


ning attack, but Hersey can win through 
the air. 


• The Huskies can strike quickly from 


anywhere on the field, but the Saxons 
can wear down the opponent with a pun- 
ishing ball-control game. 


Two key elements In the game tonight 


will be the junior quarterbacks for each 
squad. Hersey's Topczewski was among 
the league's top three passers, and 
Schaumburg's Russ Zonca was one of the 
MSL's leading rushers. 


"We know they're more pass-ori- 


ented," said Ferguson, referring to the 
Huskies' heralded air attack. "We'll

have to stop their passing game." 


Topczewki threw for 753 yards in 


league play with eight touchdowns. But 
Schnumburg's pass defense, a veteran 
crew of returning leltermen, was near 
the top in the MSL, boasting a league- 
leading 11 interceptions. 


"Everybody knows we'll pass a lot," 


said Gliwa. "We have a good passer so 
we'll pass the ball. But' the question for 
them is: When will we pass? On what 
down? Will we run twice and pass, or 
pass three times? 


Gllwa Is just as concerned, of course, 


about bow his defense will contain 
Schanmburg's wishbone option offense, 
led by Zonca, a speedy, tough, and clev- 
er quarterback. 


"We know that we have to contend

Ferguson realizes, also, that Hersey 


has a diversified attack — the Huskies 
don't rely solely on the pass. 


"They've got a multiple offense," the 


Saxon coach said. "They'll throw any- 
thing at you — the end around, motion, 
double reverses. They try to trick their 
way into the end zone." 


The Huskies' two split receivers ore 


Dave Carey and Bill Hare, with 35 catch- 
es between them. Fullback Forster 
hauled In 11 passes for 112 yards rushing, 
good for second place In the MSL, and 
his league-leading 54 points.

"I usually throw a regulation 16-pound 


fingertip with middle finger, ring finger 
and thumb in the holes," said Mackerer, 
"but Friday night I borrowed a 15-pound- 
er, also a fingertip, but with the Index 
finger, middle finger and thumb. 


"That was the first time I threw It and 


I left a seven pin with a solid pocket hit 
In the first frame of the first game. 
I struck out In that game for the 290 but 
had some problems in the second game; 
although still hitting the pocket." 


Problems for Mackerer 
mean 
a 


couple four pins and four 10 pins on solid 
hits. He started to make some adjust- 
ments, working with what he labels "a 
big hook," and settled down to strike out 
in the 10th. 


"I really felt in the groove then as I 


finished the second game," said the 
righthander, who rolls with a four-step 
delivery. "And then in that third game 
everything was just perfect. It was one 
of those unbelievable nights. 


"After I got that 10th strike in the third 


game everybody stopped on the 48 lanes 
except us. I've had two other 300s but the 
pressure Is still something." 
' 


Yes, you read it right. Mackerer has 


had two other 300s. In fact, that 797 ser- 
ies Friday night wasn't even his best on 
record. He threw an 800 In a New Jersey 
leuguc In 1963 with a 248-278-280. 


Then there was the time he rolled a 795 


scries at Manor Bowl in Chicago. "All I 
needed for an 800 In that one was a 
strike in the 10th. I choked." 


Mackerer, who is rolling for the first 


time this year in the Paddock Classic 
Traveling League, didn't get Interested 
In bowling until he was 19 years old, but 
he has accomplished as much In 15 years 
as most do in a lifetime on the lanes. 


"I bowled for the Rutgers University 


team and was captain that last year," he 
said "I was fortunate to be second in the 
National Collegiate Match Game cham- 
pionships in 1962 and kept bowling later 
when I was working on my Ph.D. In 
Biochemistry." 


Graduate school In Omaha, Neb., 


didn't take anything away from Mack> 
crer's bowling game. In fact, he hit the 
plM with regularity while hitting the 
books and collected his first two 300«. 


There also was a remarkable string of 


12 straight years when Carl averaged 200 
in at least one league. His best was 215 
early and he had a 208 at Mages Bowl. 


Mackerer has the credentials but 


doesn't see any great attraction for the 
erratic life on the professional tour. He 
likes what he's doing, and he's doing 
quite well as a senior research In- 
vestigator for Searle Laboratories in 
Skokie. He conducts biochemical re- 
sjarch, attempting to find new drugs. 


"Bowling Is just something I like to do, 


not something I want to try to make a 
living at," he said. "I've never had a 
lesson or really concentrated on the 
game and haven't bowled a practice 
gamn in years. It shows in the slumps I 
get into. 


"In this Friday night league, where I 


had the 792 last week, you should have 
seen me the first couple weeks. I think I 
hod something like a 460 or 450 scries 
each night. Then, It Just started to come 
back anil I got a 715 before the 792. 
Fun- 


ny game but I tnjoy 
It." 


Bowling is a funny game, a frustrating 


but fascinating game, a game enjoyed by 
40 million people in the country. 


Those 40 million dream about that 


night when every ball is buried in the 
pocket, the perfect performance. 


Carl Mackerer had one of those nights 


last Friday, a 792 night with a perfect 300 
game and 36 pocket hits. 


That was no dream. 


A look at the best in bowling 


The performance of Car! Mack- 


erer of Elk Grove Village in his 
bowling league last Friday eve- 
ning prompted a look at some of 
the all-time sanctioned bowling 
records. 


Mackerer has a 215 high league 


average in his bowling career, 
and the ABC record is 238,31 for 
102 games by Mike Durbln of 
Chagrin Falls, Ohio in 1971-72. 


The highest recognized 800 


series on record is an 886 by Al- 
bert Brandt of Lockport, N.Y. In 
1939 
There have been 25 ABC 


sanctioned series at 850 or better. 


Elvin Mesgcr of Sullivan, Mo. 


is the all-time leader for lifetime 
800 scries. He has 20. 


Mackerer has three 300 games 


in his career. The most in a sea- 
son is eight by Mcsger in 1966-67. 
The most In a career is 25 by 
Mcsger. 


Although his scries was not 


sanctioned by the ABC, because 
of lane conditions Ray Orf of St. 
Louis, Mo. came up with a spec- 
tacular 890 two years ago. He 
spared in the first and then put 
together 35 straight strikes for a

This letter is tho climax of living in 


back of "Husky Park." Seven years ago 
we moved to Wheeling and found our 
property to be bordered by the rear by a 
swamp. This really didn't bother us, the 
only discomfort wo suffered were a few 
extra mosquitoes. Also twice during the 
summer when we had a good rainstorm 
our yard would flood some. 


Then tho trouble started, the village of 


Wheeling decided to build a detention ba- 
sin in good Husky Park. We were told of 
the wonders that this park would offer: 
no moro flooding, tennis courts, a base- 
ball field and a dance hall. We were told 
that within one year wo would be able to 
enjoy these things. The park district 
started to work on this project and at tho 
end of the summer a giant hole covered 


one half of the park and a hill the other 
half. This was three years ago and the 
hill still remains behind our house. This 
month the district began to finish the 
park. An incident which happened this 
month with the park district and police 
department prompted us to write some- 
one on the outside. 


In our past we have lived with rocks 


and mud being thrown In our yard and 
our pool. At one occasion one o! our 
neighbors fired arrows into our pool from 
on top of the hill. After telling tho police 
this they said there was nothing they 
could do because the field, the park prop- 
erty was Inaccessible from our side of 
the park. This was only one of many in- 
cidents.

Hits Herald P.E. stand

raise the following questions:

e It Is now port of The Herald's offi- 


cial stance? 


• How did Tho Herald become Inter- 


ested In this specific discipline? 


• What research, consultation, vis- 


itations were experienced before reach- 
ing the published conclusion? 


• Docs the mere fact that a couple of 


students "float" a petlton warrant such a 
decision? I am sura I could get a petition 
signed for almost any belief, cause, or 
Issue! 


• Are high school students really' walk- 


Ing as much as you indicate or think? 


• Why shouldn't we develop the body 


as well as the mind — would you build a 
building without a stable foundation? 


• What is wrong with having a sound 


body? 


• Is walking a substantial exercise for 


growing, energetic youngsters? Since 
when is walking to and from school 
enough exercise? 


—Our parking lots are filled with stu- 


dent cars. 


—Our buses pick up students beyond 


the m mile limit. 


-Walking Is a fine activity for "old- 


sters" — if done long enough, briskly, 
and often. However, young growing bod- 
ies need exercises that will tax the heart, 
arteries, and lungs. The body is like a 
machine — use It and It will work — not 
use It and'lt will only fall and become In 
need of adjustment and repair! 


—Ignorance about exercise and Its val- 


ues can prove to be a costly error In 
later life. A* the commercial says: "Pay 
me now or pay ran later!" 


Setting the questions aside for the mo- 


ment, I would like to offer the following 
Information concerning physical educa- 
tion os an educational discipline: 


e The editorial refers to physical edu- 


cation as football, gym (whatever that 
is), basketball, and baseball. Nothing 
could be further from the'truth. I am 
sorry the public Is not educated as to 
what comprises physical education. It Is" 
probably an error of the professional 
physical educator In not maintaining bet- 
ter public relations — in short, we per- 
haps should have publicized our pro- 
grams a lot more. It Is our obligation to 
show how physical education con contrib- 
ute to the well-being of the student, com- 
muflty, and nation. 


• Most Individuals realize physical fit- 


ness is a desirable ideal; however, they 
are not always ready and willing to at- 
tain it. Inactivity, sedentary occupations, 
"spectatoritis" and the general "soft" 
life make such a judgment possible. The 
emphasis is on luxury and the easy way 
out. 


• Tho physically educated person is 


one who is capable of broad coordinated, 
efficient, and intensive physical experi- 
ences. He is adept in the performance of 
a variety of sports skills adaptable for 
all seasons offering enjoyment, body 
maintenance, and regeneration during 
the leisure hours. 


• He possesses skills in first aid, safe- 


ty, survival (land and water) and avoid- 
ance of Injury due to continued activity. 


• Through experience, training, and 


skill acquisition he is able to face the 
rigors of dally living. Why go through 
life poorly equipped and ill-prepared? 


• To the detractors of dally physical 


education, I offer the following: 


—Through daily exerdse the student 


feels sharper, can think more dearly and 
is more alert. Exercise sharpens mental 
faculties and helps retard signs of senil- 
ity and old age. In short, the aging.pro- 
cess Is slowed through dally exercise! 


—Daily exercise in the early formative 


years builds a reserve of physical capa- 
bility, which in later years can be called 
upon. The body has a built-in system for 
emergencies — just as the mind is 
trained to think clearly and sharply. 


—Daily exercise is Important to the 


circulatory, system. Lack of activity will 
cause "stagnation" 
and a resulting 


"rust" build-up within the arteries. 


—Exercise is vital to keep the body 


lean, muscled, firm-bellied, and physi- 
cally fit Competitive games place sud- 
den explosive demands upon the circu- 
latory-respiratory system — heart, ar- 
teries, and lungs. Lock of fitness can 
cause a lack of energy; exercising can 
correct unfltness. 


At Arlington High School we offer In- 


struction and activity experience in such 
areas as apparatus, archery, badminton, 
basketball, bowling, conditioning, cross 
country, cycling, diving, fencing, fly cas- 
ting, free exercise, golf, fceskating, rec- 
reational games, roller skating, skin div- 
ing, tennis, touch foothalL trampoline, 
tumbling, track and field, volleyball, 
weight training and wrestling. 


We sponsor ten interscholastic sports 


for boys, 12 interscholastic sports for 
girls, and o varied Intramural program 
for' boys and girls. Our gymnasium is 
open for free olay before school, after 


school and during the evening hours. 
Added to all of the above we cooperate 
with the district in availing our facilities 
for adult e d u c a t i o n recreation 
use and community sponsored activ- 
ities. All-in-all we are using our building 
and facilities to i capacity serving the 
needs of all — students and adults. 


»• 


In closing, I wish you would "ham- 


mer" away at and take a stand on young 
people using alcohol, drugs, and ciga-. 
rettes. These represent serious health 
threats to our young people, our society • 
and our nation. The moral fiber of our 
population is at stake! 


I find it difficult to comprehend why 


you dispute the daily physical education 
requirement .and yet do not crusade 
against the'"folly" of the movement to 
legalize the use of marijuana I It is my ^ 
assumption you consider the cigarette' 
break far more beneficial than the ex- 
ercise break! 


Dally physical education is not a threat 


to achieving academic excellence. I feel 
we have a moral responsibility to see 
that our future generations are physi- 
cally, mentally, morally, and socially 
alert — shaped-up and ready to attack 
life with all the physical vigor and men- 
tal ability needed to get the job accom- 
plished — now and tomorrow! The right 
to live a happy and useful life is para- 
mount in our heart! 


Finally, I thought your cartoon con- 


cerning the editorial was out-of-place, 
and in poor taste! It exhibited a lack of 
understanding of the true values and ob- 
jectives of physical education. It dis- 
played a negative attitude toward the 
many dedicated people in the profession. 
In short, it was unnecessary!

State rules for aides 'unfair9 


I am writing in regard to the artide, ' 


"College Required For Teacher Aides" • 
which appeared in The Herald on Friday,:' 
October 4. Teachers aides are now re-' 
quired to have state approval and SO 
noun at College credit before being 
allowed to work with children. Ibis regu- 
lation, which became effective on July 1, 
requires prospective aides to send an ap- 
plication to the county school superin- 
tendent which is then forwarded to tbe 
state superintendent's office.-(Apparent- 
ly tne 30 hours college credit^ require- 


inert has been in effect since 1967, but it 
was assumed that a title or salary deter- 
mined whether the rule applies.) The 
fact that the credit can be in any field is 
questionable. Tne article states that 
people who stack library books or do 
clerical work are exempt from the re- 
quirement. 


Education can be defined as knowledge 


or ability. It is my contention tint these 
qualities can be obtained to and put of an 
institution of learning. Arent we "finally 
becoming aware of this.fact with the ad- 


dition of many career-oriented programs 
now being added to the school curricula, 
induding on-the-job training? I am won- 
dering if we are being wise in setting 
rigid educational requirements for teach- 
er aides, particularly those who so will- 
ingly volunteer their time. These people 
have a wealth of love, experience and 
common sense to snare with our chil- 
dren. There is also the possibility of an 
added financial burden.to our already 
uvabucdenod school, budgets! As many 
of our teacher's aides become semi-pro- 


fessional the majority may require sala- 
ries. 


Can't we leave the decision of deter- 


mining the individual qualifications of an 
aide to the discretion of local school fac- 
ulties? They have the opportunity of 
knowing an individual on a personal 
basis and can, therefore, better judge bis 
capabilities than can the.office of State 
School Superintendent Michael Bakalis. 
In my opinion, the regulation should •be 
rescinded.

Cardiogram only test? 


I recently had an electrocardiogram (ECG) taken In my 


doctor's office. The tracings Indicated "definitely abnormal 
curve." No medication was prescribed, and I was not advised 
at to the condition. I am a woman 57 yean old and would 
appreciate your opinion and what precautions should be tak- 
en. 


Electrocardlographlc interpretations are not the same thing 


as a diagnosis of a disease. They are used, along with all the 
other tests, the physical examination and your history to help 
the doctor make a diagnosis. 


Such a nonspecific interpretation doesn't mean much. It 


only means that your tracing is not like the majority of 
known healthy people, when the test Is taken under standard 
conditions. 


Minor changes can occur from anxiety, from having eaten 


something before the test, or even from how the electrodes 
are placed on the chest. 


Sine* your doctor did not say anything about your heart, I 


would presume he thought the changes were minor and not of 
the type that were indicative .of a disease or medical prob- 
lem. 


So, I don't think you need to worry about this and would not 


have any advice to you about precautions — other than not to 
get too excited about the technical jargon that doctors use 
and to put more reliance on what he tells you. Anyone who 
has a test that he Is worried about should ask his doctor 
about it But, don't jump to conclusions that such a test 
means important medical problems.

My condition has been diagnosed as hypertrophlc gaitrltli. 


Would you please explain this condition to me? They alio 
found that I have thickening of the lining of the walls of the 
itomach. 


I was told to quit smoking and drinking. I smoked about 


half pack of clgarets • day and drank about eight to 10 shots 
of brandy a week. I'm still imoldng about a half pack of 
clgarets a week and drink perhaps four or five shots of bran- 
dy a week, just when I go out. 


I'm not on a diet and was told to eat what I could tolerate. I 


have very little appetite. However, I do try to eat a balanced 
diet. For the past month I have lost my sense of taste. My 
condition Is not malignant. I'm middle-aged. Would you 
please advise me? 


Gladly. Follow your doctor's advice. I often wonder how 


people think they can get well by not following the advice 
they paid to get. Your doctor's advice is sound and I luspect 
ho also told you to quit drinking coffee, colas and tea. You 
had better knock off the alcohol and clgarets completely if 
you want to avoid problems. 


Hypertrophlc gastritis refers to an increase in the size of 


the normal folds of the lining of the stomach. We all normally 
have folds that resemble the surface of coral. The ridges of 
these folds contain glands that form the acid digestive juice. 
When they are enlarged the person affected usually forms too 
much add digestive juice and the stomach becomes Inflamed, 
hence the term gastritis. 


The condition Is much like ulcers and is treated similarly. 


If you can bo managed with avoiding clgarets, alcohol, and 
coffee, fine. If not you will have to take medldnes commonly 
used for ulcer patients.

Party needs money, but there's resentment in the ranks 


precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates 


by BOB LAIIEY 


Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
told to pay a "precinct tax" of $5 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par* 
iy. 


The tax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity in a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been a*ked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now wo have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCOltDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltlecmen, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
are being asked for $5 for each precinct 
In their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
It has. not previously been collected in 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates In the form of buying adver- 
tisements In "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of the tax.

Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


committeeman, reportedly was one of 
only two commltteemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mitteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine.Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive In seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district'cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only committeeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokle, who 


is Maine Township committeeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
commltteemen 
"advisory" 
and one 


which "they can't enforce." Nlmrod has. 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 if the assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship'committeeman, .voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the 185 precincts In his district. When 
the time came to'vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arlington Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope It doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary, Independent 
candidates." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on an ad she had placed 
in the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mitteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other commltteemen have asked him for 
payment. 


Buffalo Grove fire officials are seeking 


the referendum to switch the Lake Coun- 
ty section of the village to the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 


The Long Grove department serves the 


arcn of 4,000 to 5,000 residents. 


"WE'RE NOT SAYING they (Buffalo 


Grove officials) didn't do anything that 
was required, but we're challenging the 
law," said Chervln. 


He said Long Grove officials should 


have been served with a summons de- 
spite district trustees' knowledge of the 
referendum proposal and newspaper ac- 
counts that a hearing on the batter was 
set. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa and 


Trustee Edward Osmon Thursday sald- 
publlc notices were posted in various 
areas of Lake County Buffalo Grove.to 
publicize the election. "The statute was 
followed to the letter," said Raysa. 


Raysa -wked for a referendum date in 


Cook Cou ity Circuit Court at last week's 
hearing but Chervin's objection on behalf 
of Long Grove prompted Judge Harry G. 
Comerford to set the matter aside for a 
hearing Nov. 25. 


CHERVIN SAID he will ask at the 


hearing that official notices of dis- 
annexation requests be made mandatory. 
"The statute has to be changed - we 
had no idea they were going to court." 


The Long Grove attorney also said the 


district will object to the switch of fire 
service areas because officials doubt the 
Wheeling district can give better service. 


Removal of the area from Long 


Grove's jurisdiction also would cause 
"irreparable Injury" in taking away one-' 
third of the district's tax base," he said. 


Buffalo Grove fire officials are seeking 


the election, claiming that one fire de- 
partment serving the entire village will 
facilitate the formation of a municipal 
fire fighting service at some future date., 


THE WHEELING district serves the 


Cook County portion of the village 
through the Buffalo Grove department.

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Defense hits cops' testimony in Helton murder trial

The attorney for Ronald Helton struck 


b a r d Thursday at apparent con- 
tradictions In testimony by Arlington 
Heights police during the second day of 
Helton's murder trial. 


Helton. 21, Is accused of the stabbing 


death of Fred J. Talllon, a 60-year-old 
service station manager, In a November 
19G8 robbery at the Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
\VUke Road. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's Interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday In the courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hcill- 
ngoctter. The statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive days, contain conflict- 
ing accounts by Helton of his role in the 


robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY. Melvin 


Knmm, questioned Lt. George Ekblad of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
ination, trying to show that police had 
talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for his first interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember 1969 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to inter- 
view two other suspects In the slaying, 
Robert Fudni and Raymond Katzensky. ' 


Ekblad said he made the trip because 


of information given him by Helton and 
that he first Interviewed Helton Dec. 26 
in the DuPage County jail. 


Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hettlnger 


tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 
with Helton before going to Georgia. Het- 


tlnger, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Dec. 18, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID he didn't recall 


whether he spoke with Helton before go- 
ing south. He, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said be wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fudni, Katzensky and another young 


man, James Ales, were originally 
charged along with Helton in the murder. 
The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1972. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights bad been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton in the vicinity of die crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11, 1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred. 


Charles Andrzejewski, 27, testified that 


on that morning be was working at a 
Rolling Meadows gas station, about a 
mile from the murder scene, when Hel- 
ton and another young man drove up in a 
red Oldsmobile.

lid., while the attorney for the complex 
prepared to take them to court. 
' The Cm, one of 12 families evicted 
from the federally subsidized housing but 


the first to fight the decision, were asked 
to leave because of late payment of rent 
and damage done to their building. The 
damage was partially caused by some of 
the children, said officials of The Littles- 
tone Co., managers of the complex. 


Mrs. 
Orr, who Is being advised by an 


attorney for the suburban division of tho 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), sent in her October and 
November rents in one check even 
though only her October rent was due. 


The payment was an attempt to per- 


suade Llttlestone to reconsider ousting 
her but the firm refused to accept it. The 
firm requested, instead, a single pay- 
ment for October be sent, said Sue Gate, 
general manager of Llttlestone.

ICC must slate hearings 
Milwaukee Road seeks hike 


The Milwaukee Road R.R. asked the 


Illinois Commerce Commission Thursday 
for permission to raise commuter fares 
IS per cent on Its west and north lines. 


If tho Increase Is granted, Northwest 


suburbanites who commute to Chicago 
from tho Roscllo station would find them- 
selves paying $4b.95 for a monthly pass 
that now costs $39.95. 


A single trip from Rosclle to Chicago 


Mould increase from 11.55 to $1.80. 


Round-trip fares from Northbrook 


would Increase from a current monthly 
rate of $37.30 to $42.90. 


One-way fare from Northbrook would 


go up from $1.30 to $1.50. 


Although the railroad has asked for the 


rate Increase effective Dec. 1, a spokes- 
man for The Milwaukee Road said the 
hike probably could not be in effect be- 


fore spring because the commerce com- 
mission would have to schedule public 
hearings. 


Tho last hike in Milwaukee Road fores 


was in October 1973 when the ticket price 
Increased 10 per cent over rates set In 
1971. 


Railroad officials said 30,000 commu- 


ters ride the Milwaukee Road each day. 


The rate hike is sought to help offset a 


deficit In the cost of the passenger ser- 
vice. 


Worthington L. Smith, president of the 


railroad, said the fare Increase would 
generate $1 million annually. The antici- 
pated deficit for this year is $2.8 million, 
he said. 


The increase would "help us maintain 


the kind of service our patrons want and 
have a right to expect," Smith said.

read was taken in the DuPage County 
jail Dec. 26,1969. 


Helton said, in the statement, that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Katzensky gave him "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death. 


Helton said he was with Ales and Fu- 


cinl in a motel near O'Hare Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said. 


IT WAS AFTER the meeting that Kat- 


zensky took him to instruct him on mur- 
der and robbery, Helton said. He stated 
Katzensky used the Taillon murder as an 
example. 


The statement continued that Helton 


accompanied the other three on a cross- 
country drive to Florida during which 
they robbed motels. Helton then said he 
came back to Illinois to avoid "getting in 
trouble." 


The first video tape, shown on a tele- 


vision placed on the witness stand, was 
tuken on the afternoon of Dec. 26, 1969,' 


the day of the first written statement On 
the tape, Helton repeated tbe story he 
told earlier that day. 


Helton said he at first did not believe 


Katzensky. "I thought he was pulling my 
leg ... I didn't know the real truth," he 
said. 


In the second set of a statement and a 


tape, taken Dec. 27,1969, Helton Ganges 
his story and admitted accompanying 
Katzensky on the robbery. 


Helton said in the second set of Inter- 


views, that Ales, Fudni and Katzensky 
drove to the gas station in a stolen car, 
and that he and Katzensky (whose name 
he repeatedly mispronounced) went into 
the station on foot while the others 
united in he car. 


KATZENSKY SPOKE briefly with 


Talllon and then suddenly pulled a knife 
and demanded money, Helton said. When 
Taillon tried to use the telephone, Helton 
said Katzensky started stabbing him. 


Helton then described how Katzensky 


pushed Taillon through the gas station 
window and repeatedly stabbed him as 
the victim tried to escape across Wilke 
Road. Helton said he "hollered" at him: 
"Stop it, Ray. Goddamn it, Ray, stop It" 


Helton said he was prevented from in- 


tervening by Fucini who pulled a gun on 
him. 


Katzensky returned to the car, Helton 


said, boasting "I got him good," and be- 
rated Helton as "nothing but a chicken." 
Asked by Ekblad, in the written state- 
ment, why he was changing his story, 
Helton replied: "It's the truth this time." 


The trial is scheduled to resume this 


morning at 9:30 with continued readings 
of Helton's statements and the showing 
of additional video tapes.

precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates

Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
told to pay a "precinct tax" of 95 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ly. 


Tlie lax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity In a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
Mlrrcd resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now no have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commlttcemen, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
are being asked for $5 for each precinct 
In their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to 11,000 per candidate. The 
assessment is double, or 110 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
it has not previously been collected in 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates In the form of buying adver- 
tisements in "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of the tax. 


Freud Yorkers, Wheeling Township 


committeeman, reportedly •was one of 
only two commltteemen- who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mltteeman Gemard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive in seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only committeeman 
who has sought to collect the $3 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokle, who 


is Maine Township committeeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
commltteemen "."advisory" and one 
which "they can't enforce." Nlmrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and-would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 if the assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship committeeman,'voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the 185 precincts in his district When 
the time came to vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of th'e unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arlington Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, buf I hope it doesn't be- 
, come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
' "I am afraid it appears to take us out'of 
the category of voluntary, independent 
candidates." 
' 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on an ad she had placed 
in the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mitteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other commltteemen have asked him for 
payment. 


STATE REP. ROBERT S. Juckett, 


R-Park Ridge, said he has not been ap- 
proached for.payment, but acknowledged 
' that precinct assessments on candidates 
have been common In Maine Township in 
the past. There Is no yearbook put out by 
the township Republicans, however. 


State Rep. Brian Duff, R-WUmette, 


said he has not contributed to any of the 
four township organizations in his dis- 
trict. 


Several committeemen said the assess- 


ment was voted because there has been 
no money available from the United Re- 
publican Fund for election day expenses, 
such as furnishing transportation to the 
polls, buying lunches for Republic** 
election workers and other incidentals.

grooming negotiated by the city and the 
Combined Counties Police Assn. (CCPA) 
in February 1973. 


WILLIS ARGUED that the sketch, 


which shows the profile of a man with a 
moustache, sideburns and his ears show- 
ing, is -not part of the hair code as origi- 
nally negotiated. 


Willfc said the hair code consists of a 


two-page general order issued by Chief 
Arthur. Hintz and does not Include the 
sketch. 


The written code calls for hair to be no

longer than one-quarter inch above the 
rear of the uniform collar, but no men- 
tion is made of hah* in reference to the 
ear. 


Witnesses testifying on behalf of

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Party needs money, but there's resentment in the ranks 


precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates 


by BOB LAIIEY 


Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party nave been 
told to pay • "precinct tax" of $3 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ty. 


The tax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity in a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now wo have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bet," grumbled ono veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltteemen, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for |5 for each precinct 
in their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment Is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
It has not previously been collected In 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates in the form of buying adver- 
tisements in "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There Is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of. the tax. 


Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


commltteeman, reportedly was one of 
only two commltteemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mltteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive in seeking 
payment, according' to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only commltteeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokle, who 


is Maine Township commltteeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
commltteemen, "advisory" and one 
which "they can't enforce." Nlmrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, Is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 If the assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship committeeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the IBS precincts In his district. When 
the time came to vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
doflald, R-Arllngton Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope it doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary, independent 
candidates." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on an ad she had placed 
in the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mitteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other commltteemen have asked him for 
payment. 


STATE REP. ROBERT S. Juckett, 


R-Park Ridge, said he has not been ap- 
proached for payment, but acknowledged 
that precinct assessments on candidates 
have been common in Maine Township hi 
the past. There is no yearbook put out by 
the township Republicans, however. 


State Rep. Bnan Duff, R-Wilmette, 


said he has not contributed to any of the 
four township organizations in his dis- 
trict. 


Several commltteemen said the assess- 


ment was voted because there has been 
no money available from the United Re- 
publican Fund for election day expenses, 
such as furnishing transportation to the - 
polls, buying lunches for Republican 
election workers and other incidentals.

One-way fare from Northbrook would

Although the railroad has asked for the 


rate increase effective Dec. 1, a spokes- 
roan for The Milwaukee Road said the 
hike probably could not be in effect be- 
fore spring because the commerce com- 
mission would have to schedule public 
hearings. 


The last hike in Milwaukee Road fares 


was in October 1973 when the ticket price 
increased 10 per cent over rates set hi 
1971. 


Railroad officials said 30,000 commu- 


ters ride the Milwaukee Road each day. 


The rate hike is sought to help offset a 


deficit in the cost of the passenger ser- 
vice. 


Worthington L. Smith, president of the 


railroad, said the fare Increase would 
generate $1 million annually. The antici- 
pated deficit for this year is $2.8 million, 
he said. 


The increase would "help us maintain 


the kind of service our patrons want and 
have a right to expect," Smith said. 


CTA hired 
to manage 
UMC service 


The Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 


has been hired to manage the financially- 
troubled United Motor Coach Co. bus ser- 
vice. 


A contract agreement between the 


CTA and the North Suburban Mass Tran- 
sit District (NORTRAN) is expected to 
salvage United's limited service to the 
north and northwest suburbs until the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority (RTA) 
assumes operation of the company or 
gives financial aid. 


Under the pact, NORTRAN will act as 


policy-maker while the CTA's retired 
general manager, Thomas B. O'Connor, 
will manage UMC operations, said Jo- 
seph DiJohn, NORTRAN executive direc- 
tor. 


DiJolin late Thursday said the move 


will upgrade suburban bus service be- 
cause "the CTA has good operating expe- 
rience " He mentioned UMC bus sched- 
ules probably will be improved to coin- 
cide more closely with those of other bus 
routes and Chicago and North Western 
Ry. commuter trains. 


He said UMC schedules "don't have 


any degree of sophistication meeting oth- 
er buses and trains and we want to im- 
prove the flexibility," he said. 


NORTRAN will pay the CTA a max- 


imum of $45,000 for the management ser- 
vices of O'Connor and "expertise" pref- 
vided by other consulting agents. 


Currently, NORTRAN plans to buy the 


UMC's 80 buses with a $1.4 million feder- 
al grant and is awaiting additional finan- 
cial aid to purchase 80 more buses and 
other equipment. 


DiJohn said the CTA must honor the 


pact for one year, but NORTRAN has the 
option to cancel on 30 days' notice in 
case the RTA at some point is able to 
intervene and take over the operation.

Mrs. Orr, who is being advised by an 


attorney for the suburban division of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), seat in her October and 
November rents in one check even 
though only her October rent was due.

Defense hits cops9 testimony at trial

The attorney for Ronald Helton struck 


hard Thursday at apparent con- 
tradictions In testimony by Arlington 
Heights police during the second day of 
Helton's murder trial. 


Helton, 21, U accused of the subbing 


death of Fred J. Tailion. a 60-year-old 
service station manager, in a November 
19« robbery at the Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
WilkeRoad. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday in the courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Heili- 
ngoettcr. The statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive days, contain conflict- 
ing accounts by Helton of his role in the 
robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY. Melvin 


Kamm, questioned Lt. George Ekblad of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
ination, trying to show that police had 
talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for his first interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember I960 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to Inter- 
view two other suspects in the slaying, 
Robert Fudnl and Raymond Katzensky. 


Ekblad said he made the trip because 


of Information given him by Helton and 
that he first Interviewed Helton Dec. 28 


in the DuPage County jail. 


Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hettinger 


tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 
with Helton before going to Georgia. Het- 
tlngcr, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Dec. IB, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID he didn't recall 


whether he spoke with Helton before go- 
ing south. He, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said be wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fudnl, Katzensky and another young 


man, James Ales, were originally 
charged along with Helton in the murder. 
The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1072. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights bad been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton in the vicinity of the crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11,1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred.

Helton said, in the statement,' that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Katzensky gave Mm "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death.- 


Helton said .he was with Ales and Fu- 


cinl in a motel near O'Hare Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said. 


IT WAS AFTER the meeting that Kat- 


zensky took him to instruct him on mur- 
der and robbery, Helton said. He stated 
Katzensky used the Tailion murder as an 
example.

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Party needs money, but there*s resentment in the ranks 


precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates 


by BOB LAIIEY 


Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
told to pay a "precinct tax" of $5 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ly. 


The lax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity in a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now we have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltteemcn, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for. $5 for each precinct 
in their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment Is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
It has not previously been'collected in 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates In the form of buying adver- 
tisements in "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There Is disparity among candidates 


and committecmcn over the application 
of the tax. 


Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


committeeman, reportedly was one of 
only two committeemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mitteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among thesmore aggressive In seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only committeeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Skokle, who 


is Maine Township committeeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
commltteemen 
"advisory" 
and one 


which "they can't enforce." Nimrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 if the.assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. Donald "L.-Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship committeeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the IBS precincts in his district. When 
the time came to vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arltngton Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope it doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary, independent 
candidates." • 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on an ad she had placed 
In the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mitteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other committeemen have asked him for 
payment. 


STATE REP. ROBERT S. Juckett, 


R-Park Ridge, said he has not been ap- 
proached for payment, but acknowledged 
that precinct assessments on candidates 
have been common in Maine Township" in 
the past. There is no yearbook put out by 
the township Republicans, however. 


State Rep. Brian Duff, R-Wllmettc, 


said he has not contributed to any of the 
four township organizations in his dis- 
trict. 


Several committeemen said the assess- 


ment was voted because there has been 
no money available from the United Re- 
publican Fund for election day expenses, 
such as furnishing transportation to the 
polls, buying lunches for Republican 
election workers and other incidentals.

talcs Plan Commission to discuss recrea- 
tion development plans for the 4,400-unlt 
Westbury project. 


Park district land planner Alan Caskcy 


and Park district attorney Roger BJor- 
vlk, who will attend, are expected to dis- 
cuss tho pork district's plans to maintain 
walkways' through parks and provide 
recreational facilities In tho planned 497- 
acre development. 


Tho Westbury project planned near 


Palatine and Freeman roads is being re- 
viewed by the village plan commission,, 
but commissioners have said they cannot 
make a decision without input from the 
park district. 


The park district until now has de- 


clined to toko part In planning surround- 
ing the project despite requests from the 
village. 


H O W E V E R , DISTRICT officials 


learned this week a court order was is- 


sued last year requiring tho zoning ac- 
tion to proceed and requiring 20 per cent 
of the development be set" aside for "rec- 
reational use. 


"All of this Westbury property is with- 


in our jurisdiction," rural park district 
president Thomas Patten said. "The talks 
so far with the developers nave been 
very good. I think we ought to continue 
to find out more information about the 
project so we can decide if we can 
handle tho development of the and or 
not. 


"We must find out what the com- 


mitment is, what our obligation will be if 
we develop this land," he said. 


The* project Is being developed by the 


Meridian Development Co. and its sub- 
sidiary, the AUister Construction Co. The 
firms will be required to provide open 
space within the project, but mainte- 
nance of park facilities will be left to the 
park district if it accepts responsibility 
for the project. 
.. 


THE HOFFMAN Estates Park District 


has said it may propose a referendum __, 
late over the Westbury area, but Indica- 
tions are that the Rural district may 
decide to keep the project and accept re- 
sponslbilty for park maintenance. 


The project would provide the rural 


district with an estimated $75,000 in 
taxes, based on the current tax rate of 15 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


A decision by the rural park district on 


its plans for Westbury have been delayed 
in part because the district also is con- 
sidering a merger with the Palatine 
Park District 


It had been suggested the district first 


resolve the merger question before pur- 
suing the Westbury matter. 


Meridian has pledged a donation of 75 


acres for recreational use in the project, 
but Caskey has recommended that more 
land suitable for use for baseball dia- 
monds, swimming pools, tennis courts 
and fieldhouses be donated.

5 Defense hits cops' testimony at trial

The attorney for Ronald Helton struck 


h a r d Thursday at apparent con- 
tradictions in testimony by Arlington 
Heights police during the second day of 
Helton's murdor trial. 


Helton, 21, Is accused of the stabbing 


death of Fred J. Tolllon, a 60-year-old 
service station manager, in a November 
i960 robbery at the Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllko Road. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's Interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday in tho courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Helli- 
ngocttcr. The statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive days, contain conflict- 
Ing accounts by Helton of his role in the 
robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY. Mclvin 


Knmm, questioned Lt. George Ekblad of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
ination, trying to snow that police had 
talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for bis first interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember 1989 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to inter- 
view two other suspects in tho slaying, 
Robert Fudni and Raymond Katzensky. 


Ekblad said he mode the trip because 


of Information given him by Helton and 
that ho first interviewed Helton Dec. 26 
In the DuPage County jail. 


Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hcttlnger 


tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 
with Helton before going to Georgia. Hct- 
tlnger, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Dec. 18, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID ho didn't recall 


whether ho spoko with Helton before go- 
Ing south. Ho, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said he wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fucini, Katzciuky and another young 


man, 
James Ales, were originally 


charged along with Helton In the murder. 


The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1972. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights bad been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton in the vicinity of the crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11,1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred. 


Charles Andrzejewskl, 27, testified that 


on that morning he was working at a 
Rolling Meadows gas station, about a 
mile from the murder scene, when Hel- 
ton and another young man drove up in a 
red OldsmobUc. 


ANDRZEJEWSKI 
SAID 
Helton, 


dressed "a little bit on the grubby side," 
and his companion appeared nervous and 
frequently looked east on Euclid Avenue 
toward the Arlington Park Shell service 
station. Helton's right band was band- 
aged with what appeared to be a rag, he 
said. 


Hettlngcr then Introduced a series of 


written and videotape statements by Hel- 
ton into the trial Two statements were 
read aloud and two tapes were shown 
Thursday, and at least two more sets- of 
written and taped statements are sched- 
uled for today. 


The first written statement Hettinger 


read was taken in the DuPage County 
jail Dec. 26,1969. 


Helton said, in the statement, that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Kotzcnsky gave him "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death. 


Helton sold he was with Ales and Fu- 


cini In a motel near O'Hore Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said. 


IT WAS AFTER the meeting that Kat- 


zensky took him to instruct him on mur- 
der and robbery, Helton said. He stated 
Katzensky used the Taillon murder as an 
example. 


The statement continued that Helton 


accompanied the other three on a cross- 
country drive to Florida during which 
they robbed-motels. Helton then sold he 
came back to Illinois to avoid "getting in 
trouble," 


The first video tape, shown on a tele- 


vision placed on.the witness stand, was 
taken on the afternoon of Dec. 26, 1969, 
the day of the first written statement. On 
the tape, Helton repeated the story he 
told earlier that day. 


Helton said he at first did not believe 


Katzensky. "I thought he was pulling my 
leg ... I didn't know the real truth," he 
said. 


In the second set of a statement and a 


tape, taken Dec. 27,1969, Helton changed 
his story and admitted accompanying 
Katzensky on the robbery. 


Helton said in the second set of inter- 


views, that Ales, Fudni and Katzensky 
drove to the gas station in a stolen car, 
and that he and Katzensky (whose name 
' he repeatedly mispronounced) went into 
the station on foot while the others 
waited in he car. 


KATZENSKY SPOKE briefly with 


Taillon and then suddenly pulled a knife 
and demanded money, Helton said. When 
Taillon tried to use the telephone, Helton 
said Katzensky started stabbing him. 


Helton then described how Katzensky 


pushed Taillon through the.gas station 
window and repeatedly stabbed him as 
the victim tried to escape across Wilke 
Road.

precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates

Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
told to pay a "precinct tax" of $5 per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ty. 


The tax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity In a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
»Urrcd resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now wo have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltlccmcn, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
are being asked for $5 for each precinct 
In their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
it has not previously been collected in 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates In the form of buying adver- 
tisements In "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There Is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of the tax. 


Frend Yookers, Wheeling Township 


commltteeman, reportedly was one of 
only two comraltteemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mltteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive In seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only committeeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nimrod, R-Skokie, who 


is Maine Township commltteeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
committeemen "advisory" and one 
which "they can't enforce." Nimrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 if the assessment were ap- 
plied In his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


tion, State Rep. iDonald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship commltteeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the IBS precincts in his district When 
the time came to vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arllngton Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts In her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing- to go'along with-it in a

cember 1969 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to Inter- 
view two other suspects in the, slaying, 
Robert Fudni and Raymond Katzensky.

ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for $5 for each precinct 
in their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate.

Some commltteemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years In some townships, although 
it has not previously been collected in 
the'Northwest suburbs.

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Lawsuit dropped, 
want pay interest 
to go to charity

High School Dist. 211 teachers have 


dropped their plans for a lawsuit against 
the board for not paying their new salary 
Increases at the beginning of the year 
and now want the interest on the unpaid 
salaries donated to charity, said Carl 
Flaks, president of the teachers' associ- 
ation. 


Salary contracts for this year were ac- 


cepted by teachers Oct. 2 and ratified by 
the board of education Oct. 7. The new 
salaries were made retroactive to July 1 
but teachers did not receive the extra 
money until Wednesday. 


Flaks said the association's governing 


board wants th'e board of education to 
take the money it gained in interest from 
the retroactive salaries and donate it to 
the. Crusade of Mercy or to a student 
scholarship fund. 


The request was made in letters sent 


to Supt. Richard Kobe and Dist. 211 
Board Pres. Robert Creek last week. 


Creek said the board may consider the 


request at its next meeting Nov. 14. He 
said he hopes to consult the district's at- 
torney on "whether we could actually 
spend the taxpayers' money that way." 


RETROACTIVE PAYCHECKS totaled 


$130,641, said Michael Hyde, assistant to 
the business manager in Dist. 211. But 
Hyde said "the district didn't make any 
money" with the retroactive pay because 
all of it was not available to Invest at the 
beginning of the year. The district's mon- 
ey conies from state aid and tax money 
doled out periodically during the year. 


"Teachers couldn't understand why it 


would take so long from the date of ra- 


tifying the contract to go on the new pay 
schedule," Flaks said. "We wanted to be 
paid as soon as possible." 


Teachers in Dist. 211 get an automatic 


raise of 5 per cent each year for an addi- 
tional year of experience. The new sala- 
ry contracts also include a 7.8 per cent 
raise in the base salary of teachers, 
making this year's starting salary $9.650. 
This year each teacher also received a 
$50 one-time bonus. 


TEACHERS HAD considered cuing the 


school board for not giving them their 
automatic raise in their first paychecks, 
but Flaks said the teachers consulted the 
association's attorney and decided not to 
sue. 


Kolze said earlier that teachers did not 


receive their automatic raise at the be- 
ginning of the year because their con- 
tract was still pending. Paychecks are 
tabulated by computer, Kblze said, and 
school officials felt it would be more ef- 
ficient to adjust the computer for both 
changes — the automatic raise and the 
raise in the base salary —at the same 
tune. 


"People in data processing have other 


things they have to do," Kolze said. It is 
not "a question of pushing three but- 
tons," he said. "A lot of calculations go 
into it." Once the checks are processed it 
takes the township treasurer about two 
days to sign them, he said. 


Kolze said the period between Oct. 7 


when the new contracts were ratified and 
Oct. 30 when the retroactive pay was 
sent to teachers is "a reasonable time" 
to make the adjustments in the comput- 
er.

The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights bad been violated by 
the Arlington-Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton In the vicinity of the crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11,1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred. 


Charles Andrzejewski, 27, testified that 


on that morning he was working at a 
Rolling Meadows gas station, about a 
mile from the murder scene, when Hel- 
ton and another young man drove up in a 
red Oldsmobile. 


ANDRZEJEWSKI 
SAID 
Helton, 


dressed "a little bit on the grubby side," 
and his companion appeared nervous and 
frequently looked east on Euclid Avenue 
toward the Arlington Park Shell service 
station. Helton's right hand was band- 
aged with what appeared to be a rag, he 
said. 
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Hettinger then introduced a series of 


written and videotape statements by Hel- 
ton into the trial Two statements were 
read aloud and two tapes were shown 
Thursday, and at least two more sets of 
written and taped statements are sched- 
uled for today. 


The first written statement Hettinger 


read was taken in the DuPage County 
Jail Dec. 26,1969. 


Helton said, in the statement, that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Katzensky gave him "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death, . 


Helton said he was with Ales and Fu- 


cinl hi a motel near O'Hare Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said.

Suburban candidate* of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
(old to pay a "precinct tax" of $5 per 
precinct (or election expenses of the par- 
ly. 


The tax, already paid by some candi- 


dates, has been accepted by some as a 
necessity in a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now wo have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel." grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCOHDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commlttocmcn, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for $5 for each precinct 
In their legislative'district — equivalent 
to about 1900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment is double, or $10 per precinct 
for state senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some committeemen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
It has not previously been collected in 
the Northwest suburbs. Moat townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates in the form of buying adver- 
tisements In "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There Is disparity among candidates 


and committeemen over the application 
of the tax. 


Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


commltteeman," reportedly was one of 
only two committeemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mltteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has, however, been 
among the more aggressive in seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, whose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only commltteeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him.

Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg Town- 
ship commltteeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the 185 precincts In his district. When 
the time came to' vote on the candidate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arllngton Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope It doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdbnald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary,'1 independent 
candidates." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on' an ad she had placed 
In the Wheeling Township GOP year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment.

tho first to fight the decision, were* asked 
to leave because of late payment of rent 
and damage done to their building. The 
damage was partially caused by some of 
the children, said officials of The Littles- 
tone Co., managers of the complex. 


Mrs. Orr, who is being advised by an 


attorney for the suburban division of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), sent in her October and 
November rents in one check even 
though only her October rent was due. 


The payment was an attempt to per- 


suade UUlestone to reconsider ousting 
her but the firm refused to accept it. The 
firm requested, Instead, a single pay- 
ment for October be sent, said Sue Catc, 
general manager of Uttlestone.

Defense hits testimony 
in Helton murder trial

The attorney for Ronald Helton struck 


h a r d Thursday at apparent con- 
tradictions in testimony by Arlington 
Heights police during the second day of 
Helton's murder trial. 


Helton, 21, Is accused of the stabbing 


death of Fred J. Talllon, a 60-year-old 
service station manager, in a November 
1960 robbery at tho Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllko Road. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's Interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday In the courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Belli- 
ngoetier. Tho statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive days, contain conflict- 
ing accounts by Helton of his role in the 
robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY, Melvin 


Knmm, questioned Lt. George Ekblad of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
ination, trying-to show that police had 
talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for his first interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember 1969 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to Inter- 
view two other suspects In the slaving, 
Robert Fudnl and Raymond Katzensky. 


Ekblad said he made tho trip because 


of Information given him by Helton and 
thai ho first interviewed Helton Dec. 26 
In the DuPage County jail. 


Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hettlnger 


tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 
with Helton before going to Georgia. Het- 
tlnger, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Dec. 18, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID he didn't recall 


whether he spoke with Helton before go- 
Ing south. He, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said be wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fudnl, Katzensky and another young 


man, James Ales, were originally 
charged along with Helton In the murder. 
The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1972. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights had been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 


the Illinois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for tho new trial. 


The next prosecution witness Thursday 


placed Helton in the vicinity of the crime 
on the morning of Nov. 11,1969 minutes 
after the crime reportedly occurred. 


Charles Andrzejewski, 27, testified that 


on that morning be was working at a 
Rolling Meadows gas station, about a 
milo from the murder scene, when Hel- 
ton and another young man drove up hi a 
red Oldsmoblle.' 


ANDRZEJEWSKI 
SAID 
Helton, 


dressed "a little bit on the grubby side," 
and his companion appeared nervous and 
frequently looked east on Euclid Avenue 
toward tho Arlington Park Shell service 
' station. Helton's right hand was band- 


aged with what appeared to be a rag, he 
said. 


Hettlnger then Introduced a series of 


written and videotape statements by Hel- 
ton into the trial Two statements were 
read aloud and two tapes were shown 
Thursday, and at least two more sets of 
written and taped statements are sched- 
uled for today. 


The first written statement Hettlnger 


read was taken'in'the DuPage County 
jail Dec. 26,1969. 


Helton said, in the statement, that he 


was told of the crime in early December 
when Katzensky gave him "pointers" on 
committing robbery and a sure method 
of stabbing a victim to death. 


Helton said he was-with Ales and Fu- 


clnl In a motel near O'Hara Airport when 
the other two called Katzensky to cash 
some stolen checks for them. He was 
sent to the motel restaurant to get a soft 
drink while the three discussed the check 
cashing deal, he said. 


IT WAS AFTER the meeting that Kat- 


zensky took him to instruct him on mur- 
der and robbery, Helton said. He stated 
Katzensky used tho Taillon murder as an 
example. 


The statement continued that Helton 


accompanied tho other three on a cross- 
country drive to Florida during which 
they robbed motels. Helton then said he 
came back to Illinois to avoid "getting in 
trouble." 


Tho first video tape, shown on a tele- 


vision placed on the witness stand, was 
taken on the afternoon of Dec. 26, 1969, 
the day of the first written statement. On 
the tape, Helton repeated the story he 
told earlier that day.

precinct tax ordered for GOP candidates

Suburban candidates of the financially 


strapped Republican Party have been 
told to pay a "precinct tax" of « per 
precinct for election expenses of the par- 
ty. 


The tax, already paid by some candi- 


date], ha? been accepted by some as a 
necessity In a year when political contri- 
butions have all but dried up, but has 
stirred resentment from others who have 
never been asked for direct cash contri- 
butions to the party. 


"Now we have to pay for the privilege 


of carrying the burden of the party la- 
bel," grumbled one veteran GOP cam- 
paigner. 


ACCORDING TO A vote by the subur- 


ban commltteemcn, taken about a month 


ago, candidates for state representative 
arc being asked for $5 for each precinct 
in their legislative district — equivalent 
to about $900 to $1,000 per candidate. The 
assessment Is double, or $10 per precinct 
for stale senate and congressional candi- 
dates. 


Some commltteeraen said the "pre- 


cinct tax" has been common practice for 
many years in some townships, although 
It has not previously been collected In 
the Northwest suburbs. Most townships 
which have not used the precinct assess- 
ment, however, expect contributions by 
candidates in the form of buying adver- 
tisements in "yearbooks" or buying tick- 
ets to fund-raising events. 


There is disparity among candidates 


and commltteemen over the application 
of the tax. 


Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


committeeman, reportedly was one of 
only two commltteemen who voted 
against the assessment (along with Com- 
mitteeman Gernard Pedersen of Pala- 
tine Township). He has. however, been 
among the more aggressive in seeking 
payment, according to several candi- 
dates. One candidate, wiiose district cov- 
ers parts of four townships, said that 
Yonkers was the only comroitteeman 
who has sought to collect the $5 per pre- 
cinct from him. 


State Sen. John Nimrod, R-Skokie, who 


Is Maine Township committeeman, said 
he considered the vote by the suburban 
committeemen 
"advisory" 
and 
one 


which "they can't enforce." Nimrod has 
not asked any candidates for the assess- 


ment. He, however, is a candidate for 
reelection and would be required to pay 
close to $2,000 If the assessment were ap- 
plied in his district. 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE for reelec- 


'tlon, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, Schauraburg Town- 
ship committeeman, voted for the assess- 
ment and agreed to contribute the $925 
for the 185'precincts in his district When 
the time came to vote on the'candldate 
assessment, Totten said, "I raised my 
hand halfway." 


Among those who agreed to pay the 


assessment because of the unusual short- 
age of money is State Rep. Virginia Mac- 
donald, R-Arlington Heights, who shelled 
out $900 for the 180 precincts in her dis- 
trict. 


"I am willing to go along with it in a 


difficult year, but I hope it doesn't be- 
come permanent," said Mrs. Macdonald. 
"I am afraid it appears to take us out of 
the category of voluntary, independent 
candidates." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Yonkers gave her 


a partial refund on an ad she had placed 
in the Wheeling Township GOP "year- 
book, and Pedersen offered to return the 
check she sent him for the precinct as- 
sessment. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said that Yonkers 
had advised him of the vote by the com- 
mltteemen, but that neither Yonkers nor 
other committeemen have asked him for 
payment. 


STATE REP. ROBERT S. Juckett, 


R-Park Ridge, said be has not been ap- 
proached for payment, but acknowledged 
that precinct assessments on candidates 
have been common in Maine Township In

the past. There is no yearbook put out by ! 
the township Republicans, however. 


State Rep. Brian Duff, R-Wilmette, 


said he has not contributed to any of the ' 
four township organizations in his dis- 
trict. 


Several committeemen said the assess- 


ment was voted because there has been 
no money available from the United Re- 
publican Fund for election day expenses; 
such as furnishing transportation to the 
polls, buying lunches for Republican 
election workers and other Incidentals.

tradictions In testimony by Arlington 
Heights police during the second day of 
Helton's murder trial. 


Helton, 21, is accused of the stabbing 


death of Fred J. Taillon, a 60-year-old 
service station manager, in a November 
I960 robbery at the Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
WilkeRosd. 


Written statements and videotapes of 


Helton's Interrogations after his arrest 
were shown Thursday in the courtroom 
of Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Heili- 
ngoetter. The statements and tapes, tak- 
en on consecutive- days, contain conflict- 
ing accounts by Helton of his role In the 
robbery, which netted $87. 


H E L T O N ' S ATTORNEY, Melvin 


Kamm, questioned!*. George Ekblad of 
Arlington Heights police on cross-exam- 
inttion. trying to show that police had 


talked to Helton before the date they now 
give for his first interrogation. 


Questions centered on Ekblad's De- 


cember 1969 trip to Atlanta, Ga., to inter- 
view two other suspects In the slaying, 
Robert Fudni and Raymond Katzensky. 


Ekblad said he made the trip because 


of Information given him by Helton and 
that he first interviewed Helton Dec. 28 
in the DuPage County jail. 


Assistant State's Atty. Lee Hettinger 


tried to clarify whether Ekblad spoke 
with Helton before going to Georgia. Het- 
tlngcr, after searching through stacks of 
evidence, then produced a report by Ek- 
blad on his trip to Georgia dated Dec. 18, 
1969. 


EKBLAD THEN SAID he didn't recall 


whether he spoke with Helton before go- 
ing south. He, however, started to re- 
verse himself, saying, "I'm sure I talked 
with Ronald Helton," but stopped and 
again said he wasn't sure of the order of 
the events. 


Fudnl, Katzensky and another young 


PETER KOLECZEK, 824 N. Belmont 
Ave., it among several northeast area 
homeowners to-challenge the Arling- 
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man, James Ales, were originally 
charged along with Helton In the murder. 
The charges against the other three were 
dropped before Helton's first trial in 
1972. 


The first trial ended when Circuit 


Court Judge Daniel Ryan ruled Helton's 
constitutional rights had been violated by 
the Arlington Heights police. The 1972 
ruling was overturned this summer by 
the nilnois Appellate Court, opening the 
way for the new trial.

119 units of senior citizen bousing, SO 
units of low-Income and 150 to 250 
units of moderate-Income housing. 


IN LINE WITH current federal

of stabbing a victim to death.

told earlier that day. 


Helton said he at first did not believe 


Katzensky. "I thought he was pulling my 
leg ... I didn't know the real truth," he 
said. 


In the second set of a statement and a 


tape, taken Dec. 27,1969, Helton changed 
his story and admitted accompanying 
Katzensky on the robbery. 


A wet Halloween

KATZENSKY SPOKE briefly, with 


Taillon and then suddenly,pulled a knife 
and demanded money, Helton said. When 
Taillon tried to use the telephone, Helton 
said Katzensky started stabbing him. 


Helton then.described how' Katzensky 


pushed Taillon through the gas station 
window and repeatedly stabbed him as 
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the victim tried to escape across Wilke 
Road. Helton said he "hollered" at him: 
"Stop it, Ray. Goddamn it, Ray, stop it" 


Helton said he was prevented from in- 


• tervening by Fudni who pulled a gun on 


him. 


Katzensky returned to the car, Helton 


said, boasting "I got him good," and be- 
rated Helton as "nothing but a chicken." 
Asked by Ekblad, in the written state- 


* ment, why be wad changing his story, 


Helton replied: "It's the truth this time."

Tom Flynn has another battle ahead — 


this time named 
Juckett-Schlickman-Jaffe 


State Sen. John Nimrod, R-SkoWe, 


foresees the 79th General Assembly, In 
which he hopes to begin his second term, 
as the Session of the Big Issues. 


And the Biggest Issue, be predicts, will 


be "the whole tax problem" In Illinois. 


He expects the next General Assembly 


to look at the way federal money is spent 
and at duplications of services by profes- 
sionals employed by the state. 


One of the more responsible actions of 


the past session, he believes, was its re- 
fusal to accept a "meaningless" *ax cut 
of $10 to $15 per person as a sop to the 
voters. 


Among major considerations, Nimrod 


says, will be educational funding to re- 
fine the "resource equalizer" that pro- 
vides for nearly equal state aid to all 
school districts. With that standard set, 
the problem remains of allowing districts 
with greater resources to spend more of 
their own money. 


A pet educational project of Nimrod's 


Is a bill to provide college loans for stu- 
dents in families with more than $15,000, 
many of whom cannot qualify for bank 
loans. 


Two other major issues he sees in next 


year's session are uniform funding of

pensions for teachers and "the whole 
area of occupational health and safety 
and unemployment compensation."

PATTON LEE FEICHTER, a Maine 


South High School teacher, proposes to 
set up a full-time service office in the 4th 
District and pledges to be there when not 
in Springfield. 


Feichter contends that his opponent 


"plays it safe" and is not doing his job In 
the legislature. "Nimrod's voting record 
on 100 bills shows he didn't vote on key 
issues dealing with things like environ- 
ment, the death pena'ty, abortion or la- 
bor issues." 


Felchter's platform includes a pledge 


to work for the reduction and eventual 
elimination of sales tax on food and me- 
dicine. He also believes that much 
stronger legislation is needed for school 
bus safety, including a provision for 
mandatory seatbelts. 


The candidate also believes that senior 


citizens shouldn't have to pay taxes and 
lias promised to work for senior citizens' 
rights. "A lot exists for them that they 
don't even know about," he says. 


He supports the Equal Rights Amend- 


ment and Regional Transportaton Au- 
thority, opposes township government as 
a haven for patronage and wants "full 
disclosure" of income hi a governmental 
ethics bill.

continuing legislation for benefits to the 
handicapped and senior citizens and in 
special education. 


SCHLICKMAN, who endured a major 


splk with party leaders over the reelec- 
tion of Blair as speaker, names "contin- 
uing legislative reform" as his major 
hope for the next session. "We must 
achieve the elimination of one-man 
rule," he says. 


Legislatively, he says he will pursue 


his continuing Interest In land use, con- 
centrating on local control, and con- 
sumer protection, particularly in estab- 
lishing stronger laws to prevent "shoddy 
home construction" and protecting con- 
sumers who buy on time.
